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INTRODUCTION 

On the 113 rolls of this microfilm publication are reproduced 
the records of Case VI, United States of America v. Carl Krauch 
et al. (I. G. Farben Case), 1 of the 12 trials of war criminals 
conducted by the U.S. Government from 1946 to 1949 at Nuernberg 
subsequent to the International Military Tribunal (IMT) held in 
the same city. These records consist of German- and English- 
language versions of official transcripts of court proceedings, 
prosecution and defense briefs and statements, and defendants' 
final pleas as well as prosecution and defense exhibits and 
document books in one language or the other. Also included are 
minute books, the official court file, order and judgment books, 
clemency petitions, and finding aids to the documents. 

The transcripts of this trial, assembled in 2 sets of 43 
bound volumes (1 set in German and 1 in English), are the re¬ 
corded daily trial proceedings. Prosecution statements and briefs 
are also in both languages but unbound, as are the final pleas 
of the defendants delivered by counsel or defendants and sub¬ 
mitted by the attorneys to the court. Unbound prosecution 
exhibits, numbered 1-2270 and 2300-2354, are essentially those 
documents from various Nuernberg record series, particularly the 
NI (Nuernberg Industrialist) Series, and other sources offered 
in evidence by the prosecution in this case. Defense exhibits, 
also unbound, are predominantly affidavits by various persons. 

They are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder numerically, 
along with two groups of exhibits submitted in the general interest 
of all defendants. Both prosecution and defense document books 
consist of full or partial translations of exhibits into English. 
Loosely bound in folders, they provide an indication of the order 
in which the exhibits were presented before the tribunal. 

Minute books, in two bound volumes, suimnarize the transcripts. 
The official court file, in nine bound volumes, includes the 
progress docket, the indictment, and amended indiptment and the 
service thereof; applications for and appointments of defense 
counsel and defense witnesses and prosecution comments thereto; 
defendants' application for documents; motions and reports; uniform 
rules of procedures; and appendixes. The order and judgment 
books, in two bound volumes, represent the signed orders, judg¬ 
ments, and opinions of the tribunal as well as sentences and 
connitment papers. Defendants' clemency petitions, in three bound 
volumes, were directed to the military governor, the Judge Advocate 
General, and the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 
The finding aids summarize transcripts, exhibits, and the official 
court file. 

Case VI was heard by U.S. Military Tribunal VI from August 14, 
1947, to July 30, 1948. Along with records of other Nuernberg 
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and Far East war crimes trials, the records of this case are part 
of the National Archives Collection of World War II War Crimes 
Records, Record Group 238. 

The I. G. Farben Case was 1 of 12 separate proceedings held 
before several U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuernberg in the U.S. 
Zone of Occupation in Germany against officials or citizens of 
the Third Reich, as follows: «

Authority for the proceedings of the IMT against the major 
Nazi war criminals derived from the Declaration on German 
Atrocities (Moscow Declaration) released November 1, 1943; 
Executive Order 9547 of May 2, 1945; the London Agreement of 
August 8, 1945; the Berlin Protocol of October 6, 1945; and the 
IffT Charter. * 

Authority for the 12 subsequent cases stemmed mainly from 
Control Council Law 10 of December 20, 1945, and was reinforced 
by Executive Order 9679 of January 16, 1946; U.S. Military 
Government Ordinances 7 and 11 of October 18, 1946, and Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1947, respectively; and U.S. Forces, European Theater 
General Order 301 of October 24, 1946. Procedures applied by 
U.S. Military Tribunals in the subsequent proceedings were pat¬ 
terned after those of the ItfT and further developed in the 12 
cases, which required over 1,200 days of court sessions and 
generated more than 330,000 transcript pages. 
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Formation of the I. G. Farben Combine was a stage in the 
evolution of the German chemical industry, which for many years 
led the world in the development, production, and marketing of 
organic dyestuffs, pharmaceuticals, and synthetic chemicals. To 
control the excesses of competition, six of the largest chemical 
firms, including the Badische Anilin 5 Soda Fabrik, combined to 
form the Interessengemeinschaft (Combine of Interests, or Trust) 
of the German Dyestuffs Industry in 1904 and agreed to pool 
technological and financial resources and markets. The two re¬ 
maining chemical firms of note entered the combine in 1916. In 
1925 the Badische Anilin 6 Soda Fabrik, largest of the firms and 
already the majority shareholder in two of the other seven com¬ 
panies, led in reorganizing the industry to meet the changed 
circumstances of competition in the post-Korld War markets by 
changing its name to the I. G. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, 
moving its home office from Ludwigshafen to Frankfurt, and merging 
with the remaining five firms. 

Farben maintained its influence over both the domestic and 
foreign markets for chemical products. In the first instance 
the German explosives industry, dependent on Farben for synthet¬ 
ically produced nitrates, soon became subsidiaries of Farben. Of 
particular interest to the prosecution in this case were the 
various agreements Farben made with American companies for the 
exchange of information and patents and the licensing of chemical 
discoveries for foreign production. Among the trading companies, 
organized to facilitate these agreements was the General Anilin 
and Film Corp., which specialized* in photographic processes. The 
prosecution charged that Farben used these connections to retard 
tho "Arsenal of Democracy" by passing on information received 
to the German Government and providing nothing in return, contrary 
to the spirit and letter of the agreements. 

Farben was governed by an Aufsichtsrat (Supervisory Board of 
Directors) and a Vorstand (Managing Board of Directors). The 
Aufsichtsrat, responsible for the general direction of the firi^, 
was chaired by defendant Krauch from 1940. The Vorstand actually 
controlled the day-to-day business and operations of Farben. 
Defendant Schmitz became chairman of the Vorstand in 1935, and 18 
of the other 2 t original defendants were members of the Vorstand 
and its component committees. 

Transcripts of the I. G. Farben Case include the indictment 
of the following 24 persons:

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Max Brueggemahn: Member and Secretary of the Vorstand of 
Farben; member of the legal connittee; Deputy Plant Leader 
of the Leverkusen Plant; Deputy Chief of the Sales Combine 
for Pharmaceuticals; and director of the legal, patent, 
and personnel departments of the Works Combine, Lower Rhine 

Ernst Buergin: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Works Combine, Central Germany; Plant Leader at the Bitter- 
feld and Wolfen-Farben plants; and production chief for 
light metals, dyestuffs, organic intermediates, plastics, 
and nitrogen at these plants. 

Heinrich Buetefisch: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 
manager of Leuna plants; production chief for gasoline, 
methanol, and chlorine electrolysis production at Auschwitz 
and Moosbierbaum; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; member of the 
Himmler Freundeskreis (circle of friends of Himmler); and 
SS Obersturmbannfuchrer (Lieutenant Colonel). 

Walter Duerrfeld: ' Director and construction manager of the 
Auschwitz plant of Farben, director and construction 
manager of the Monowitz Concentration Camp, and Chief 
Engineer at the Leuna plant. 


Fritz Gajewski: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of Sparte III (Division III) in 
charge of production of photographic materials and arti¬ 
ficial fibers, manager of "Agfa" plants, and Wehrwirtschafts 
fuehrer. 


Heinrich Gattineau: Chief of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department, "WIPO," of Farben's Berlin N.K. 7 office; 
member of Southeast Europe Committee; and director of 
A.G. Dynamit Nobel, Pressburg, Czechoslovakia. 


Paul Haefliger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; member 
of the Commercial Committee; and Chief, Metals Departments 
Sales Combine for Chemicals. 


Erich von.der Heyde: Member of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office. Deputy to 
the Chief of Intelligence Agents, SS Hauptsturmfuehrer, 
and member of the WI-RUE-AMT (Military‘Economics and 
Armaments Office) of the Oberkonmando der Wehrmacht (OKW) 
(High Command of the Armed Forces). 

Heinrich Hoerlein: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; chief of chemical research and 
development of vaccines, sera, pharmaceuticals, and poison 
gas; and manager of the Elberfeld Plant. 








Max Ilgner: Meniber of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office directing intelligence, 
espionage, and propaganda activities; member of the Com¬ 
mercial Committee; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

Friedrich Jaehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; chief 
engineer in charge of construction and physical plant 
development; Chairman of the Engineering Committee; and 
Deputy Chief, Works Combine, Main Valley. 

August von Knieriem: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief Counsel of Farben; and Chairman, 
Legal and Patent Cocmittees. 

Carl Krauch: Chairman of the Aufsichtsrat of Farben and 
Generalbevo1lmaechtigter fuer Sonderfragen der Chemischen 
Erzeugung (General Plenipotentiary for Special Questions 
of Chemical Production) on Goering's staff in the Office 
of the 4-Year Plan. 

Hans Kuehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Lower Rhine; Plant Leader at Leverkusen, 
Elbcrfeld, Uerdingen, and Dormagen plants; production chief 
for inorganics, organic intermediates, dyestuffs, and 
pharmaceuticals at these plants; and Chief of the Inorganics 
Committee. 

Hans Kugler: Member of the Commercial Committee of Farben; 
Chief of the Sales Department Dyestuffs for Hungary, 

Rumania, Yugoslavia, Greece, Bulgaria, Turkey, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, and Austria; and Public Commissar for the Falkenau 
and Aussig plants in Czechoslovakia. 

Carl Lautenscfflaeger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 

Chief of Works Combine, Main Valley; Plant Leader at the 
Hoechst, Griesheim, Mainkur, Gersthofen, Offenbach, 

Eystrup, Marburg, and Neuhausen plants; and production 
chief for nitrogen, inorganics, orgahic intermediates, 
solvents and plastics, dyestuffs, and pharmaceuticals at 
these plants. 

Wilhelm Mann: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member of 
the Commercial Committee, Chief of the Sales Combine for 
Pharmaceuticals, and member of the SA. 

Fritz ter Meer: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of the Technical Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed all of Farben's 
production; Chief of Sparte II in charge of production of 
Buna, poison gas, dyestuffs, chemicals, metals, and 
pharmaceuticals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 
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Heinrich Oster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Commercial Committee, and manager of the Nitrogen 
Syndicate. 

Hermann Schmitz: Chairman of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Reichstag, and Director of the Bank of International 
Settlements. 

Christian Schneider: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of Sparte I in charge of pro¬ 
duction of nitrogen, gasoline, diesel and lubricating oils, «• 

methanol, and organic chemicals; Chief of Central Personnel 
Department, directing the treatment of labor at Farben 
plants; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; Hauptabwehrbeauftragter 
(Chief of Intelligence Agents); Hauptbetriebsfuehrer (Chief 
of Plant Leaders); and supporting member of the Schutz- 
staffeln (SS) of the NSDAP. 

Georg von Schnitzler: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of the Commercial Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed Farben's domestic 
and foreign sales and commercial activities, Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer (Military Economy Leader), and Hauptsturmfuehrer 
(Captain) in the Sturmabteilungen (SA) of the Nazi Party 
(NSDAP). 

Carl Wurster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Upper Rhine; Plant Leader at Ludwigs- 
hafen and Oppau plants; production chief for inorganic 
chemicals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

The prosecution charged these 24 individual staff members 
of the firm with various crimes, including the planning of ag¬ 
gressive war through an alliance with the Nazi Party and synchro¬ 
nization of Farben's activities with the military planning of 
the German High Command by participation in the preparation of 
- the 4-Year Plan, directing German economic mobilization for war, 
and aiding in equipping the Nazi military machines. 1 The defend¬ 
ants also were charged with carrying out espionage and intel¬ 
ligence activities in foreign countries and profiting from these 
activities. They participated in plunder and spoliation of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, France, and the Soviet 
Union as part of a systematic economic exploitation of these 
countries. The prosecution also charged mass murder and the 
enslavement of many thousands of persons particularly in Farben 
plants at the Auschwitz and Monowitz concentration camps and the 
use of poison gas manufactured by the firm in the extermination 

1 The trial of defendant Brueggemann was discontinued early 
during the proceedings because he was unable to stand trial on 
account of ill health. 
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of millions of men, women, and children. Medical experiments were 
conducted by Farben on enslaved persons without their consent to 
test the effects of deadly gases, vaccines, and related products. 
The defendants were charged, furthermore, with a common plan and 
conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace, war crimes, and 
crimes against humanity. Three defendants were accused of member¬ 
ship in a criminal organization, the SS. All of these charges 
were set forth in an indictment consisting of five counts. 

The defense objected to the charges by claiming that regula¬ 
tions were so stringent and far reaching in Nazi Germany that 
private individuals had to cooperate or face punishment, including 
death. The defense claimed further that many of the individual 
documents produced by the prosecution.were originally intended as 
"window dressing" or "howling with the wolves" in order to avoid 
such punishment. 

The tribunal agreed with the defense in its judgment that none 
of the defendants were guilty of Count I, planning, preparation, 
initiation, and waging wars of aggression; or Count V, common 
plans and conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace and 
humanity and war crimes. 

The tribunal also dismissed particulars of Count II concerning 
plunder and exploitation against Austria and Czechoslovakia. Eight 
defendants (Schmitz, von Schnitzler, ter Meer, Buergin, Haefliger, 
Ilgner, Oster, and Kugler) were found guilty on the remainder of 
Count II, while 15 were acquitted. On Count III (slavery and mass 
murder), Ambros, Buetefisch, Duerrfeld, Krauch, and ter Meer were 
judged guilty. Schneider, Buetefisch, and von der Heyde also 
were charged with Count IV, membership in a criminal organization, 
but were acquitted. 

The tribunal acquitted Gajewski, Gattineau, von der Heyde, 
Hoerlein, von Knieriem, Kuehne, Lautenschlaeger, Mann, Schneider, 
and Wurster. The remaining 13 defendants were given prison terms 
as follows:

In addition to the indictments, judgments, and sentences, the 
transcripts also contain the arraignment and plea of each defendant 
(all pleaded not guilty) and opening 'statements of both defense 
and prosecution. 

* 

The English-language transcript volumes are arranged numer¬ 
ically, 1-43, and the pagination is continuous, 1.-15834 (page 4710 
is followed by pages 4710(1)-4710(285)). The German-language 
transcript volumes are numbered la-43a and paginated 1-16224 (14a 
and 15a are in one volume). The letters at the top of each page 
indicate morning, afternoon, or evening sessions. The letter "C" 
designates commission hearings (to save court time and to avoid 
assembling hundreds of witnesses at Nuernberg, in most of the 
cases one or more commissions took testimony and received doc¬ 
umentary evidence for consideration by the tribunals). Two com¬ 
mission hearings are included in the transcripts: that for 
February 7, 1948, is on pages 6957-6979 of volume 20 in the 
English-language transcript, while that for May 7, 1948, is on 
pages 14775a-14776 of volume 40a in the German-language transcript. 
In addition, the prosecution made one motion of its own and, with 
the defense, six joint motions to correct the English-language 
transcripts. Lists of the types of errors, their location, and 
the prescribed corrections are in several volumes of the tran¬ 
scripts as follows:

The prosecution offered 2,325 prosecution exhibits numbered 
1-2270 and 2300-2354. Missing numbers were not assigned due to 
the difficulties of introducing exhibits before the commission 
and the tribunal simultaneously. Exhibits 1835-1838 were loaned 
to an agency of the Department of Justice for use in a separate 
matter, and apparently No. 1835 was never returned. Exhibits 
drew on a variety of sources, such as reports and directives as 
well as affidavits and interrogations of various individuals. 

Maps and photographs depicting events and places mentioned in 
the exhibits are among the prosecution resources, as are pub¬ 
lications, correspondence, and many other types of records. 

The first item in the arrangement of prosecution exhibits is 
usually a certificate giving the document number, a short descrip¬ 
tion of the exhibits, and a statement on the location of the 
original document or copy of the exhibit. The certificate is 
followed by the actual prosecution exhibit (most are photostats, 
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but a few are mimeographed articles with an occasional carbon of 
the original). The few original documents are often affidavits 
of witnesses or defendants, but also ledgers and correspondence, 
such as:

In rare cases an exhibit is followed by a translation; in 
others there is no certificate. Several of the exhibits are of 
poor legibility and a few pages are illegible. 

Other than affidavits, the defense exhibits consist of news¬ 
paper clippings, reports, personnel records, Reichgesetzblatt 
excerpts, photographs, and other items. The 4,257 exhibits for 
the 23 defendants are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder 
by exhibit number. Individual exhibits are preceded by a certif¬ 
icate wherever available. Two sets of exhibits for all the 
defendants are included. 

Translations in each of the prosecution document books are 
preceded by an index listing document numbers, biased descriptions, 
and page numbers of each translation. These indexes often indi¬ 
cate the order in which the prosecution exhibits were presented 
in court. Defense document books are similarly arranged. Each 
book is preceded by an index giving document number, description, 
and page number for every exhibit. Corresponding exhibit numbers 
generally are not provided. There are several unindexed supple¬ 
ments to numbered document books. Defense statements, briefs, 
pleas, and prosecution briefs are arranged alphabetically by de¬ 
fendant's surname. Pagination is consecutive, yet there are 
many pages where an "a" or "b" is added to the numeral. 

At the beginning of roll 1 key documents are filmed from 
which Tribunal VI derived its jurisdiction: the Moscow Declara¬ 
tion, U.S. Executive Orders 9547 and 9679, the London Agreement, 
the Berlin Protocol, the IKT Charter, Control Council Law 10, 

U.S. Military Government Ordinances 7 and 11, and U.S. Forces, 
European Theater General Order 301. Following these documents 
of authorization is a list of the names and functions of members 
of the tribunal and counsels. These are followed by the tran¬ 
script covers giving such information as name and number of case, 
volume numbers, language, page numbers, and inclusive dates. They 
are followed by the minute book, consisting of summaries of the * 
daily proceedings, thus providing an additional finding aid for 
the transcripts. Exhibits are listed in an index that notes the 
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type, number, and name of exhibit; corresponding document book, 
number, and page; a short description of the exhibit; and the 
date when it was offered in court. The official court file is 
summarized by the progress docket, which is preceded by a list of 
witnesses. 

Not filmed were records duplicated elsewhere in this micro¬ 
film publication, such as prosecution and defense document books 
in the German language that are largely duplications of the 
English-language document books. 

The records of the I. G. Farben Case are closely related to 
other microfilmed records in Record Group 238, specifically pros¬ 
ecution exhibits submitted to the IMT, T988; NI (Nuernberg In¬ 
dustrialist) Series, T301; NM (Nuernberg Miscellaneous) Series, 
M-936; NOKW (Nuernberg Armed Forces High Command) Series, Til19; 

NG (Nuernberg Government) Series, T1139; NP (Nuernberg Propaganda) 
Series, M942; WA (undetermined) Series, M946; and records of the 
Brandt case, M887; the Milch Case, M888; the Altstoetter case, 
M889; the Pohl Case, M890; the Flick Case, M891; the List case, 
M893; the Greifelt case, M894; and the Ohlendorf case, M89S. In 
addition, the record of the IMT at Nuernberg has been published 
in the 42-volume Trial of the Major War Criminate Before the 
International Military Tribunal (Nuernberg, 1947). Excerpts from 
the subsequent proceedings have been published in 15 volumes as 
Trials of War Criminals Before the Nuernberg Military Tribunal 
Under Control Council Law No. 10 (Washington). The Audiovisual 
Archives Division of the National Archives and Records Service 
has custody of motion pictures and photographs of all 13 trials 
and sound recordings of the IMT proceedings.

On the sane afternoon I negotiated alth two -ore African officers 
of whoa I asked -nd was granted in the cost friendly and obliging 
earner protection for the Goman wozen and children in the air raid 
shelter free, the anaad foreigners free the carps. 

During the fighting I spant approx. 8 days in th- shelter "Cfesas". 
During the course of these 3 days one of th.: canps was hit by 
artillery fire, wturcupco several thousand foreign workers poured 
into the plant. *hc ten mn t-sporanly acexcodatad in a building 
under construction which had a roof, while for th. focal c foreign 
workers and thoir children an air raid shelter was l_iediat.ly 
.vacuated by th. G.-rcans by order of the Gorefln directorate, end nado 
available to tht foreign wonan and children. fh. Gor_ans 
assigned to other shelters, as far as 1 ror*.-cbur, approx. 110'J ferule 
for.ign workers werj thus given prot.ction froa furth.r urtillory liru.

Tho first foreign workers to coco to 'Vlfcn wore ra.ciol Goman 
workers frees Slcvakia, nanely in 1938. They wore acccenc dated in the 
thon newly established Casp Karie. later on, as, raring to tho in¬ 
ductions into tho **ohreacht, the nunbor of Gcmrn wcrkcra etendily 
decroasod, there o»r» IXitchsen, aacng thoo highly qualified apccirlists, 
Dar.es N and Frenchrcon, Spanisr J s and Rcuaani“na. Tha works never 
requisitioned fer foreign labor, but placed their requisitions for 
tho neater of now werkora rog-rdod ca necessary with the Labor Office, 
vis tho so-called PS’SCHM.'WN Office (fcracrly JOff.SS) - tho social 
v clfarc Departc.Snt for the Bittorfeld and ‘*olfen '*crks - without 
knowing hew aany and what typo of workers wruld bo assigned to then. 

The sUccation of foreign workers tc tho pl»ht was undosirahle for 
the sect vrrlcus reasons • difficulties of language, accustcning 
the -'ifferent nati-rrlitioe tc veridnr together among themselves rnd 
with G--m-n workers, special obligati ns as to accoancdaticn, 
feeding, etc. 
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Especially disadvantageous was the eoplcyaent of foreigners in 
production pr'cesses with 2 cr 3 shifts.

I waa a renter of tit KSK.P aince 1 I'ay 1?37, without holding 
air-office. I entered tN. "Stahlhela" 1933, and left it in 192. 
when it waa aorgsd ■with the Reserve. 

1) Frcr 1929 cn, I tra with I.C. Farbeninduatrie f.a secretcry 
of the Welfare Deoartaant (fozialabteilunr) in the dyestuffs fac¬ 
tory in 7olfen under Professor Dr. Curachrann, fho rt that tire 
handled welfare aff'i:s of the "’oiks Ccnbinoa Ciatnl Cs irony and 
Berlin, and particular^ cf the dyestuffs factor- in T’olfsn. 

’^hen Ms successor,-Joerst, took office, ny position in the dyo- 
3tuffa factor;' becase rore indooendent. I thin bocrre Chief of the 
Feracnr.el Department of * clfen-Farben under Dr. Scooersr. I refrain¬ 
ed,'however, subject to the general directives of the 1 olfare Lopart- 
aent Wolfen (later called the "Office PPrach’aaan*)- 

2 ) I ac able tc state the following on the aub'ect of foreign 
workers: 

Then war bro’o out, the dyestuffs factor* **olfcn saployod about 
3200 Gsraana, who rare ecccroodated in about 150 housing cossunities. 
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At that tine the "Cano "arie" was already in existence. It housed 
oarticularlr workers frca the Rhineland and Saxony rhc re re unable 
to find other accoracetion; later on, in ftddlticn to tte Germans, 
foreigners were acco-nodated in increasing nunhere- The ca zp "I'arie" 
• was founded by Procorist Joerss, then Chief of the ..elfare Department 
At tiaes, I worked under tis as specialist on the hijlr.f of earn 
personnel and on contracts which wore concluded by the "Cano Coenuni- 
ty Marie". According to cy recollection, the Seraan labor Front at 
first pomitted tns hiring of ca zp loaders by the "Casp Ccevamity 
: f arie" after aooroval. tater on, however, it exercised an increas¬ 
ing influence and finally ednitted only trained end screened canp 
leaders, whose salaries, however, were paid as before by the "Carp 
Fngo 2 Comity J'arie", or by the 1,0. “elfare Department had little 

influoncs cn conditior.a Jr. tbo eanq. The German Labor Front reserv-

ed for itself the rlrht to handle oersonnel ("lonschonfuehrung") 
and oxeroised diacini*nary Jurisdiction over tto canto personnel. 

It also introduced blua uniforms for tte cano la cetera which, hexevor, 
were not won by sore of them. I often encountered difficulties 
when dealing with c«p leadora, bocauso r.v visits, particularly to 
case "fereine", ani ry listening to the requests exorossed by the 
French who wore billeted in tho dyestuffs factory wore resented cs 
an inadmissible attanrt to interfere with case conditions. 

3) The "Welfare Department in Tfolfen was in charge of the con¬ 
structional planning of the camp, the furnishing of the huts ar>d thoir 

maintenance, and of the purchases for the oeaos. It took into con-

sidoration the suggestions and instructions of the ~crks in Bitter- 

feld and ^olfen and collaborated in this resoect with the Technical 

and Comercial Dioartarrt. 
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4) If daring the war the jrorks required nora uoriers for new 
production projects or for other reasons, it had to eddress its re¬ 
quisition on several fores to various agoncios, first, however, to 
the ‘felfere Deoartnont (lfter Office Dr. Perschrann). Tho letter 
passed tho.e on to ths labor authorities end received tte cssi'-nrent 
of workers for ths »orks snd daoart.-Bnts, without being able to exor¬ 
cise any influence as to the nationality of ths assigned workers. 

In tho later stags of the war, the assigned workers were, of course, 
costly foreigners; J had nothing to do with their rjeruitront in 
their native county. However, I do know that tho O'ficc IVrschoann 
occasionally had to ajnd people to nick uo thoao workers, bocauao 
otherwise other fir=s would havo hired tho foruign vorkors on rcuto. 

The assossn^at end payoent of wages was handled in tho Wage 
Office, which waa oort of tho Coraercial Department rnd wan not ny 
responsibility. Thj Personnel Dooartaent- only interpreted tho 
tariff regulations, laws etc. and notifiod tie Conor cial Daptrtaent 
as to wago scales, duration of loaves ote. accordiv.l’ . 1 duly ap¬ 
plied all these regulations in tb* case of all forrijrorG -nd conti¬ 
nued with the grouting of lervo, dosoito tho fact thot rony foroig- 
nors did not return. I -Iso insisted on th? so-crllod "Fanily Hcno 
leave" (Ffailionhsinfahrt), the granting of which was radc dopondent 
on thj stope of production in thj nlant, being granted as soon rs 
possible after it bscua duo. It is not inmossiblo that ooro of tho 
unmarried foreigners rho rrrivad during tho later years cf tho war 
had to wait longir, evi r.r to transoert conditions for thoir return 
hooc having already datjrioretod by than, or thoir h’virf had to for¬ 
go thoir clain, owing to tlx general freezing order in 1944. 

Scae of tho foreigners, howevur, voluntarily £?ve up thoir right 
to a trio hoeic. This was, as a rulo,disagreeable both to the lorks 
and to tte cane loaders, because these workors during thoir leave 
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spent inside the ca-Jp often kept'other workers free their work, and 
they probably also carried on occaslcmal black rarket activities etc. 

5) All I know about the so-called providing of "guarantors" 
prior to going on leave is that, in view of tte shortage of workers, 
they were divided into groups, particularly on high holidays, when 
oost of th* foreigners, of course, desired to go hone. These groups 
then left in turn. Aepeala were cade to tf» spirit of coeradeship 
of the people and it was indicated that only after the return of the 
first group, would the second group and, circanstences permitting, the 
third group be oermitted to leave. In every case, reasons of Diant 
operation and the ajasires taken in accordance with the decrees of 
th* Reich !Minister for Labor were decisive. However, I cannot recall 
a single case throughout try activity in which the leave of a workor 

of a later greup was cancelled for these reasons. 

6) The so-called "binding Fires" (Leihflrasn), which brought 

their foreign workers in units to 3itterfeld, were reauoeted to fur¬ 
nish reolace=»nts whenever any of their disappeared or foil 

ill for a greater length of tl-«. In that case, a letter was addres¬ 
sed to the Fronch or ^Igisn lending firm, or to thoir local foremon, 
who on their part as workers' representatives always insisted on the 
correct assigncxint of their people ar.d on their oro»r treatment. If 
the contract of any individual worker expired and ths worker wne not 
willing to renew it, he *?s handed his paoors by J.olfen-Farben. I 

did not experience any case of such a worker being retained af^er the 

• 

exoiration of his contract or even being forcibly returned ta Germany 
to his forcer ->lace of work. F^ports on the disappearance of foreign 
workers were nearly alwtys useless and were only cade, because they 
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iwre recuired 67 the l*bcr allocation authorities, fe considered the 
returning c? an unwilling worker to his place of work of no use to 
the works. Ffewever, In the caso of those who left for other fires 
inside Gercany in violation of their contract, they were in Indivi¬ 
dual cases corapelled to return tp their "lace of rorVc, just lb Geman 
workers were. 

7) Foreign children were not esoloyod. A few young boys of froo 
14 years ar*J upwards, who h d cose as dependents against t.« wish of 
the I.G., were eanlo-ed, pertly in laboratories or in the performance 
of other light duties. Regulations regarding the o.’aplo;'r»nt of Juve¬ 
niles were observed in ths saae aanner for foreigners as in the case 
of Germans. Concent ration casp prisoners wore novor eroloyed in tho 
dyostuffs factory in Wolfcn. 

8 ) According to ay recollecticn, tho nuaber of working hours 
aisced was larger, on the whole, an:ng foreigners than ar.ong Germans. 
This was substantially due to intonticnal absented sc for a fow hours 
or a day or ». Sore o' the foreigners were very docent and capable 
workers, some of th?r, however, lacked tho sense for regular work. 

Tho latter availed thcaselves of every opportunity to stey away from 
work. *e had the iapression that tho official recruiting agents 
(whoa I never not) did not hire best workers of their native 
country. 

Real illness -tns sere prevalent aaongst Gcnran workers. This 
cay have also been due *ith the continuance of the war and the dete¬ 
rioration of their food Situation, to the longer distance the Germans 
had to their place of work, whereas the foreigners living in tho 
cacps were in cost cases closer to their work and ware given nodical 
care in tho cacps. 

9) There were no cases of physical ill-treat.-ent in the works. 
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Jleltfcar do I know of nsrr soch cases In the canos, although I did 
not hare the sasn Insight there, because the Gsxnan labor “rentclaim¬ 
ed the handling of personnel ( D UanschenfUahrung«) t s its exclusive 
rieht. For wilful absented*: and wilful laziness there was a scale 
of mnishatnts orovidec by goverMMnt regulations, *hich rag equally 
a op lied to both foreigners and Germans. Before the works in Dosed 
such fines, the responsible forosan or Betrlebsleitor renrirsndod the 
worker. In casa of a saccnd offence, sy office orspared a letter of 
roprieand which had to be signed by the Botriobsfuehrcr. If that did 
not helo eithor, fines wore isoosed in accordaacj with the regulations, 
asounting, at first, to half a day's oamlnga, thereafter to one day's 
earnings *nd, in aorioua cases, to tho earnings of sovcrsl days up 
to ono wook. Tho lattox fino, however, was iaoosod onl* on notorious 
shirkors. If none of tha xeasurcs provod of any avail, thj worker 
hod finally to bo reported to thj Trustco of Liber, but thosj reports 
also were nearly always useless. 

I do not know of the fcod rations of Saatom workers (Cstcrboitor) 
boing et tiaca reduced for discicllnar* reasons. refused such 
ooaaurea froir tho start, oven if thoir application rep authorized by 
govamannt regulations, because this wculo hav? reduced willinpnosa 
and ability to work and, arart fro? that, it would ret have boon pos¬ 
sible technically to carry out tihis erasure in view of the extensive 
food suoolios in thj carps. 

1C) Dr. Buarsin, thj Chief of thj T’orks Corbins Central Germany 
and Betriefcsfuohrer of the ’forks "olfen-Farban, W33 known to os as a 
particularly huaano supjrior.

carried out by threo fires, rvaaaly tho flra keturg, the fira Horawn 
C. Starck and tho I.G. The 1.0. and Starck oach tod a quota of 28 % 
and/or 30 i, tho listurg had the rest. At tiaos tho l.G. had very little 
interest in the production of ferro-alloys and hid its f.uota of Forro- 
r^fran produced by tho Gcsellschaft fyer Eloktro-i otallurgio (keturg) 
against payaer.t, for example still in 1935. Starck did the same thing. 
Thus in 1935 tho -ctual production «• exclusively with the Gesellschaft 
fuor Elektro-Hotallurglo in ..'eisswoilor near .Ux-la Chapellc, a few 
kiloooters fro-a tho Bclgi.ji frontior. At Soellingcn in .Aiorttemberg, 
the place eentior.od in the Prosecution Exhibit 2007, a factory of the 
Kripp fira was located which on its part did not belong to tho association 
and was working only to cover their <*ro needs.

I wish to point out that I have not belonged to the !J3;AP at any timo. 
From 1936 until Fobruary 1945 I worked as a machinist in tho depart¬ 
ment liquifaction of chlorine of Farbon in Bittcrfeld. In this period 
I net hundreds of foreign workers. The workers r^poatodly statod to mo 
that they had been hired by hiring agoncios .nd had signed an employment 
contract. Thus thoir classification as "forcod labor" cay not bo correct 
altogether, though they my have been forcod by oconoaic conditions in their 
native country to sign thoir employment contracts. 

I never not.ccd any i.aaiain*on against tho foreign labor comrades 

* 

in comparison -rith our Xrt-n worker, ^n tho contrary,wo German workers 

• 

were usually supposed to do aoro tork than tho foreigners. 

I hid the definite impression that everything was done by the firm 
to mako life doc-nt nd co.iortablo for tho foreigners. Anyono knowing 
labor conditions at Farbon will know right away 
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that tho foreiffiera novor had it so good at booe, for Parbon had a world 
wide reputation for its exaaplary social^ork. 

At Parbon foreigners enjoyed,tho aa-je rights as Gcrarns. They parti¬ 
cipated equally with t-o Gemma in all social contributions, they were 
granted tneir share of the profits, their annual leave trips and in bat we on 
trips hoco to their fuulllM to a certain degree. I know for suro that no 
week p-issoa in Bit.crfeld fcithout leave transports being cade up. These 
leave trips were .imSc Ii/ixprcss trains. 

Tho fomijn L-.bor cotrades lived in rosidential barracks which were 
excellently equipped. In i large loisuro house in tho ctnp foreign 
cabarets would pjrfont tL-o and .gain. In tho social rjx! payroll offices 
the liaison aen of cour.try-ocn of tho foreign workors would sit as liaison 
non. The rations of foreign workers woio tho saae as ours. Though they 
hsd to adapt thonsolvos to war tin- conditions in tho courso of years their 
rations were yet worth while coapirtd with today's rations. 

The foreign .ork.rs uso*. the a is* dressing roooo and bathing facilities 
as we did and also enjoyed tho saaj froodoo of oovoaont M Gcrmn w>rkors. 

In short the foreign orkor did not live any different fron tho Gonxwn 
worker living in tho crjp. 

A det-iil of Prench F. .'a ms also working in our works. In tho last 
few years they *>uld ;.ork .lthout any supervision. Thoy wont to tho cotoon 
the su» as ill other vorkors. I nevir noticed that eqy injustice was dono 
to any of then.

I, th* uaderilipjod Jsrnand LA7AB0US, born at 3attrtller (3.-2.) on 
5 June 1921, herrtj depose the following vith regard to ry deportation 
to Germany by the Sails. 

1. ) The various ca=p« for forelgntra working for the 7arb® plant 
at Bltterfeld vera aa confortable aa poeelble. They were constantly 
heated and kept at a nice terrorstore by the central stoan heating 
eysten. Day and night you could take a warn or cold show or bath In the 
confortable rooaa sat asldo for this purpose. The rooas woro cloaned 
every day. Daylight enterod through glased windows and In the night 
they were lit up by electricity. Ivory nan hod a cloeot which could 

be padlocked. The very well appointed canteen provided coffee or 
bjoth according to the hour of the day. A bar sold, at a very 
reasonable price, good quality beer and all serta of tellot articles 
and groceries. The tobacco ration was lssuod thero regularly and oxactly 
Ivory sen was given, not Just an ordinary noal tlckot, but a card valid 
In tho casp and authorising his to tako his seals at tho cantoen at 
noon and in tho evening and to drew his rations of broad, sugar, 
sausage, margarine, proeorves, white broad, otc. which woro 
scrupulously given his at the appointed tine. 

Huts wore periodically deslnfectod. Tho carp itself was kept pro¬ 
perly, with an eye to hvghn, barainy and corfort.

All thcao products were fa.brlcatod by tho Alui inlunwark 
to the atago of aenl-produeta for tho rolling-dlls. Tho distribution 
and further uaos of thoao products was In tho fcanda of Holch-offlcoa. 
Wo hrd no Influence owor tho uaoe of our product! nor any InfomatIon 
aa to tho purposes the Individual products woro to servo, although 
naturally wo did know tl»t In tho first plrco they woro uaod in tho 
construction of colors and airplanes. 
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3) In 1941 whan X joinod the nanaguncnt of tha Alurdniunoork 
tho workers w c ro already largely foreigners m in root Goman factories. 
1 part of these foreigners had workod In tho 0 orran Industry plrofdy 
before the outbreak of tho war. They cano during the yoArs beforo 
the war and during the war a.t first ospocially fron tho South-East 
cf Europe, hence fron Austria, CsochoslovaJda, Jugoslavia otc. 

Thoso foreign workers pertly preforrod work In Gomany to tho cllltary 
scrrlco In tholr hoaoland; partly thoy car.o becameo of tho unoxploycont 
at hone and because thoy woro oegor to soo Ocrreny and to oam good 
nonay. Vhon tho dorand for workers lncreasod in tholr honoland during 
the war, sods of then wont back again to work thoro. 

4) During tho w*r tho plant had to d<*>and noro and noro on civilian 
workers fron scory-coun trios and on prisoners of war. Tho plant 
rocolrod orders fron the cor*>otcnt amaaent hcadquaxtors for a cortaln 
high production and va* thoroforo forcod to accept tho laborers which 
tho labor offlco had procurod for It. Tho refusal of a plant nrnagor 
to uso those workors would havo Invariably boon considorod ae sabotage 
of tho war econory and would havo boon punlshod accordingly. Vo woro 
not oager to havo any forco exortod upon tho forolgn workors when 
they wore rocruitod, boca.uso wo roallsod that It would bo difficult 
to work with unwilling workors. Our chi of concorn was to obtPln 
voluntary workers and to treat then In our plant in such nannor that 
undor tho war-conditions thuy should fool sor-owhat at oano 
and would on Joy their work to a certain extent. 
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tfaler rejry great difficulties we did oc the whole succeed in this. 

5) Aa far as tb• changing official regulations permtted It at 
all, the foreign workers ware paid by the plant exactly liko tho Garrsr. ! 
regular worker*. They were houacd neatly In largo eaaps, tho nalntonanco 
of which constituted a condiderabl* financial burden end required 
ewer greater effort# owing to the growing difficultlee to obtain building

6) Tho work at tho Aludnus furnacoe le heavy. It thorofore r 


each physical strength on the part of tho laborer. The fact that It 
was hard work waa officially roco^ilsed. Hence tho workers recolvod

the socailed hoarleet workers card (Sc**ferstarbeitcrkar*o). Vith this 
SobcgWorbelterkarte thoy could buy additional food beyond tho full 
beard which they rocoivod at the caq>. :torooYor, tho plant furnlshod 
a warn neal during the working shift*. Sinco according to tho regulations 
of tho co(potent authorities tho carp had to furnish spoclal food for

tho Suasions and Polea, food that in quality and ouantlty was Inferior 
to tho food of tho other forolgnors, wo docidod to supply this category 
of foreigners with spoclal additional food - without ration stupa 
consisting of a liter of thick soap dally. Tho procurement of tho rwv- 
tcrlel for tho feeding of tho workers at tho plant bocano ovor noro 
difficult during the waj>-yoare. Cto tho other >*dd wo had tho satisfaction 
to soe those Russian# and Poles, sose of which had cone to us In pitiable 
physical condition, so irproTol boceuao of wha.t they had to oat that 
they could do a real days work. Tho weight of all tho workers, of tho 
Gomans 
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ae veil m of the foreigner* and especially the 2 uaslana, vaa nodicplly 
checked every 14 days and ve could notlco that on the average thoro 
vr a a considerable Increase In velght. In other roepects, too, all 
the workers were subject to regular* nodical chock-ups. 

7) Besides those civilian foreign workers wo rocolvod In tho 
course of the war In always larger nucbors prisoners of wax as workors. 
?or their feeding tho respective Prisoner of Wax Ceap (Stalag) wae 
roeponslble. *or prisoners of vex we had to pay the sano vagos as 
to tho other workers, hoaror it had to bo paid to tho Prisonor of 
war Caiip. Sogardlng the wage eottloacnt with the prieonors of wax wo 
lack information. To our own satisfaction tho plant had no disciplinary 
authority ovor thoprlsonere; only tho guards s»q>pll©d by tho Staleg 
could oxorclss such authrotiy. I have not hoard of any caso whoro a 
prisonor of war had rofttsod to work stating as his roason that tho work 
was In violation of tho International agroenent concerning prisoners 
of war. Upon our Inquiry tho Staleg repoatodly lnfomod us that this 
question had been examined and thoro wore no objections. It did hrppon 
tha.t prison.rs of war refusod to do certain typos of work boc-uso they 
ware too hard. Others feignod Injuries or Illness in ordor to sot off 
fron work. Hotwlthotending tho faot that it was strictly forbidden 
to givo out any food beyond what was officially authorized, wo supplied 
tho 2asolan Prisoners of War as voll as tho 2usslan civilian workors 
with tho additional ncal alrordy nontloaod. Tho Russian Prisoners 
of War wore oepocially in nood of It bocauoo a part of thon oano to 
us in very bad condition and lid not receive gift- 
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parcel* fron hone like the Prisonore of »ax fros the Vest. As tho result 
of our additional feeding tho physical condition of tho aussira Prisoners

of Vax InproTod considerably and a largo part of then dordopod into \ 
▼ary reliable workers. Hany of then thanked ne person a l l y and sono 
of thso, after the Americans occupied 3ittorfold, sore Tory roluctaat 
to leave Bitterfeld beoauso they had no dosiro to return to Bus ala. 

Vhilo tho ^uerlccns vere taking over it oron bocano noc os a pry on part 
of tho Hussions to use forcible neasuree against qulto a nunbar of 
thoao people in order to got thoc out of tho ca^s. 


8) Ctaly a Tory snail nunbor of forolgn wo.non woro eqjloyod in 
the AluninuD-plant and of course not in tho lino of production but 
sostly for oloaning ehoroe in tho buildings, aono to:g>orarlly also 
for loading. These Huaslan wonea wore housod in spocial barracks on 
tho plant grounds and they rocolrod thoir food ontlroly fron tho plant, 
7ron r. collection taken up by ay soorotary - which, of course, wpa 
against tho rogulatlons of tho state - thoso wonon roculrod snail 
Gifts in tho forn of undorwoar, clothing and ernanonts on Chrietnas , 
which they acccptod Tory gratefully.

I, Friedrich EHRLICH, born In Travnik In 
Bosnion 3 July 1903, residing In lorney, Windsor In 
Berkshire, U.K., have been duly warned that I make 
myself liable to punishment if I nrke a f'lse ' daffl- 
davit . 

I declare under oath thr.t ay statement is true and was 
made in order to be submitted in evldenee to Lilltary 
Tribun-1 Ho.VI- C'se 6 - In the Palace of Justice, Nuernberg 

Germany. 

Hegrrding the treatment of the foreign workers who were 
employed at the I.G.F'rbeninduatrie Bitterfeld during 
the war, I can state the following: us is well known, in 
the Third Reich a definite mentrl attitude with regard to 
foreigners w-.s assumed with cress distinctness by the st *.te 
according to which every non»Geroe.n, or -.t lerst non-Gern.'ni 
pexson was second -rate. This .attitude of the Nazis was 
arplied even to their 'Hies, except th-t- there the attempt 
was made at p-rtirl concealment. Ir. view of this regrettable 
mental attitude which the st te expressed through propagan¬ 
da 'nd through its decrees, .'nd in view of the food situ¬ 
ation, which was becoming worse ar.d worse with the long 
duration of the war, the treatment cf the foieign workers 
in Bitterfeld c'.n be termed good on the whole. The pi nt 
management and some of the department he .ds -cd under their 
influence other workers as well, did not let the foreigners 
sense the attitude cf the St-te and as regards food • nd 
shelter, they did whatever was possible to make life 
becr-ble for tae foreign workers. There was much in the 
treatment and care of he foreigners which did not meet 
with my approval or my consent; if a gieat decl was not 
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improved, this did not ha?;en from lack of good will, 
but bec-use of the inadequate condition or bee-use of the 
inadequacy cf the persons responsible for the cme. 

Thenever a depart-ent head approached the directorate 
with a practically suggestion for an improvement of the 
situation of the foreign workers, these suggestions were 
always approved. I v.as never turned down by tbe directorate 
if the suggestion was pr cticafcle. 

Conditions naturally bee xe w ener'lly worse during the 
war. Until -bout 1942 the fo:eign workers were recruited 
wholly cn a volunteer b sis as far as I know, or they were 
brought to Bit;orfold in groups ~s so-called "loe.n workers" 
by their firms abroad. A>art from the f'ct thrt they were 
housed ir. a comp, as were many German compulsory laborers 
they could on the whole be considered free workers. As fir 
as restrictions existed for them, those vers issued by the 
authorities ar.i not by the pi nt. They had their p-'id 
vacrtlons and free trips houe, -nd their contracts, as far 
as I know, were al.;ays adhersd to . I myself h d three 
artis-ns of this category in my dep rtment, who fer almost 
five years were somo cf my best people and for whom I could 
even gain permission from the loc.-l authorities to live 
in private qumters, since this was made a condition by the 
people for their further activit”. 

To be sure, later there were exclusively workers who had 
been brought in under compulsion, mi the working conditions 
beerme worse inasmuch as the vr.c tion3 to tr bel heme were 
„r: nted only very rr.rely ar.d fin-lly not'at -11. On the 
other h-nd, vc-tion3 which vreie spent in o mp, i.e. 
in Bitterfeld, were always 0 r nted. 
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The leave money allotted for the leave was payed the 
same as for “en-n workers. As the economic situation 
deteriorated daring the war, the clothing situation ^lso 
become worse; the increasia_ difficulties .vere attacked 
with every available means, but with fewer :nd fewer 
results. 

It was due to the intervention of the individual pl'-nt 
aarcger for their foreign workers that their lot in view 
of the deteriorating conditions was a de as tcar-ble as 
possible, and th~t they were Iso protected from excesses 
on the p-rt of subordin-te agencies of the st.-te or 
of the pl~nt. Sven in cases in which foreigners had f '.lien 
into the h-nds of the Gest~po, r. partial relerse from 
punishment could be achieved in individual cases by 
influencing the latter. Thus, I succeeded in effecting 
a partial abatement of punihhment in the c^se of twe of 
ay foreign mechanics, \ Frenchm-n -nd 'n It-li^n, ho 
had been sentenced fpr possession of "lle^ed reopens 
(homemade, fairly long knives). 

The foreign wprkers who were employed in my department ‘ 
left me 3 letter when they dep rted in 1945. in which their 
spokesman voluntarily certified thrt I was politically 
above reproach and expressed gratitude and a?ireci'tion 
for my attitude and for the help r.d treatment I h-d 
accorded the foreigners. 

Herr lr. BCERGZH> the he f of the Bit.erfeld Blunts, 
was in the ?'rty, of course, tut it wis well known in aej- 
deaic circles hew littl* he thought of the ideology -r.d 
practical activities of the Tarty, E~ny ironic remarks, 
derogatory to the Tarty, weie trade in these circles. 
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Here/will cite a few instances which do him credit as a 
person. 

One was his courageous intervention for two plant workers 
who as half-Jews had repeatedly been seriously eni~ngerd, 
and whose removal was eg .'.in and cgrin energetically deman¬ 
ded by the Party, -or the last time in October of 1944. 

These men owe their jobs, and in all probability their 
lives, to Dr. 3ULA£IiT. 

^ Swiss citizen employed in Bitterfeld, Dipl. Ing. F02H.1, 
had seriously inclinin'-ted himself by imprudent statements, 
extremely dangerous to him, ccncemin w the outcome of 
the war and concerning Hitler. FOEHR owes it solely to 
Dr. BQ3BGIH 1 a intervention th t the persecution was 
stopped and thit he could return to his hoxelrnd without 
anything happening to him after he left the service of the 
plant. The plant was fin nci'lly generous on this ocr.ssion. 
The limited number of bcmb-prcof bunkers finished during 
the l'st months of the was was for a time to be used by 
aormrns, in accordance with offiflfc-.l orders. In contrast 
to this, the foreigners were to continue to use the shelters 
underground, to be sure, ceranted and other.vise conscien¬ 
tiously constructed , which had previously been in gencr-.1 
use but which h~d become outdated in the face of the 
increased effectiveness of the boobs. This order met 
with violent disapproval of a part of the plant managers 
and a large part cf the derman workers. Upon the energetic 
compi int cf the bova-mefltioned pl-nt managers, this order, 
in the f-oe of the most strenuous resistance on the part 
of the air-raid shelter control, who pleaded danger from 
over-full bunkjrs, was removed ay Dr. BU13JI , «'-nd the 
bunkers were also made available for the use cf 11 foreigaoi 
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I ec naturally well acquainted with Dr. BU3RGIK, but hava 
ever been preferentially treated by him, and I do not feel 
thet I an personally obliged to him for any other reasons. 
Oux relationship was the usual one between chief and 
emjloyee. I am m'Icing this statement under oath of my own 
free will. It rdletes the conditions as I saw them, and it 
is very possible that I did not know a great deal of the 
conditions in Bitterfeld, if or.ky in view of the size 
cf the plant and the very great number of foreigners and 
prisoners of war. 

In conclusion, I *ould like to strte that I neithhr 
belonged to the .'SD.\F, nor wa3 I ever in favor of it.

I have before xe a letter of the L-ndrat in Bitterfeld 
dated 25 September, 1942. a report of a vi3it cf Inspection 
by the deputy of the central inspectorate of the Oe.mon 
Labor Front for the c-re of the foreign workers »n 25, 26 
and 27 August 1945, and a letter of:the Office of Industrial 
Supervision in Vi.tenberg dated 9 February 1944, in which: 

a) the short ge of dispensary beds in the 
foreign workers' ormp is pointed out, 

'■) various other objections are made. 

.Retarding a) I would like to say the following : 

I.G.F'rban cade possible the setting up of the 
Bit erfoid hos?it~ls by its donations, and thereby had a 
right to have Its employees, foreign workers us well, 
'edicrlly treated there. The L-ndrat, who naturally had to 
see th.-t no short ge in beds f.x the civili-n population 
developed, accordingly refer.ed to the setting up of 
dispensary barracks which had been ordered, and which were 
already there in the c _ mp anyway. 
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It actually took an unusu'lly long tine to set up the 
c*mp hospital, partly froa a shortage of a-terinis, 

•' 

partly for a special reason. Construction on a really 
aodel hospital for the foreign workers had been st-rted by 
I.G.Perben. During the construction, orders -ere issued by 
the Labor Front for drastic*lly simpler and mere economic 
lethodff cf building. The L-bor Front wanted tc halt 
construction on the new building and to erect simple 
barracks according to its provision, I.G.F-rben wanted 
to continue work on the new building, in view of the 
extent of progress made on its construction.

I do not believe that they were missed by the occupants. 
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2.) The fenee 1 b incomplete 0 even in the cears for 
Eastern workers which wer inspected! Certainly no in.-zr.ta .. 
suffered from that, either. 


3.) The rooms are &ener'lly clean, but oftan "disorderly" 
i.e. probably, the order did not correspond tc th~t which 
was customary in ailit'-ry barracks. 

That should be sufficient to show the level o1 the most 
frequent oomplaints.

I gather from this affidavit shown to me that Herr 
7/OLFFSOHN has, is c amateur, taken great interest in

question of airplane construction. The conclusions drawn 
by Kerr 10LFFS0HN must necessarily be wrong as he cannot 
have any det iled knowledge of the German regulations 
for secrecy and the way they were handled. I tco know 
.the periodical "Fiugsport" and the "Handbuch" der Luftfrhrt 
mentioned by Herr WOLFFSOHN. The information given in 
these production of the prsss were censored by the Reioh 
Ministry of Aviation. By censoring euoh publications 
the Reich Ministry for Aviation made sure that no infor¬ 
mation about things which were to be kept secret was broad¬ 
cast and in this way made available to the foreign intel¬ 
ligence service. 

If, in the .above mentioned periodical or in the 
manual certain types of airplane were described for instano 
as BF 109 or He 111, the reader could not possibly known

plane types. In the supplement t: Prosecution Exhibit 1970 
which was shown to me during my cross-examination, most 
of the types bear letters as well, auch as BF 10$ E.Helll 
P and D. It is only this letter, placed, after the number 
which actually stands for the real type and its special 
use.

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I.G. acquired the basic Je tents from Eergins, end 
building upon these patents, I.G. *88 sble by mocne 
of meticulous research on a smell technical scale 
to make further discoveries which led to the deci¬ 
sion, ir. 1926, to erect the first large cool lique¬ 
faction installation in Leunc with an onnufl cc>-- 
city of 100,CCO tons gasoline. 

The experiments carried out in Ludwisehnfen h:d 
solved the baeic task of converting hard coal into 
heavy and medium oils by the application of hydrogen 
under pressure with suitable c£t8lysts in the so- 
collod sump etege; these oils wore thon further con¬ 
verted into light carbohydretos by the application 
of high pressures with hydrogon in the preeence oa 
catalysts. 77ith theee epoch-making discoveries,how¬ 
ever, this new syntheeis which is briefly called 
"hydrogenation", was by no moans complete. Bosch 
had recognised thpt with this method of utilizing 
ccal and tho heavy oils a new path waa open for ilia 
synthetic production of cerbo -hydrates gonerrlly, 
and above all uneuspected possibilities were p.oDen¬ 
ted for aliphatic chemistry to participate in tho 
large-scale technical production of consumer goeds, 
Ad early ;e the first small-scale technical ex>e- 
riments it was possible to produce valuable organic 
produces which had previously been unobtainable

In clear recognition of the fact that these 

far-reaching discoveries in the fidd of hydrogenation 

would bring ebout revolutions in the ger.erel field 

of mir.erel oil procoeeing, the president of Stondsrd 

Oil of Few Jersey, Teagle, rr.d the chairman of tho 

Vorstand of I.G., Professor Bosch, agreed during die-

cuseions in 1927 and 1928, to purcue the problem of 
hydrogenation by mear.e of combined resear h by their 
two coopt nice, ir. order to enable it to be utilised 
for the whole world. In tho fall of 1929, the con¬ 
tracts were signed between Stendord Oil and l.G.

Farbenin- 
dustrie under the direotion of Prof.Bosch which led 
to the soerch for a Inrge-ecalQ technical solution 
of the cool liquefaction orobleo in a large menufre- 
turing plant, any be briefly summarized in tho fol¬ 
lowing points: 

1. Opening and developing a new field of coal 
chemistry which included a eeriee of other impor¬ 
tant syntheses for aliphatic chemistry in addition

wee then thought to be badly supplied, whereby thie < 
industry might fully untilize its raw meteriol,from 
the economic viewpoint.

4. To contribute, through the new synthesis with 
its wide field of apolication ,to the elimination of 
unemployment. 

5. To compensate for the inroada made into enygen 
production by the economic crieie and the competi¬ 
tion abroad by developing a now synthesis and thus 
to make possible the full utilization of available 
facilities. 

At first the large-scale technical solution of 
the problem of coel liquefaction faced considerable . 
mechanical difficulties. The pure chemistry of the 
reactio: s proved its merit, generally speaking, 'out 
the fact that it was necessary,for the first tine 
in large-scale technology, to master simultaneously 
solid,liquid and gaseous stages under high pressures 
in the presence of reagents, led to many surprising 
set-backs, which however, by the use 
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extensive funds during tenacious and tireless research 
activity, especially in the field of material rese¬ 
arch, heat studiee, end the field of reagente, lod 
to the eliaination of all difficulties in 1931/52 
and beyond that brought improvements in the process 
so that the installation built in leune was able, 
vjith addition?! changes, to increase output three¬ 
fold. In the following period, I.G. did not build 
any core large installations for the liquefaction 
of coal within its own firm; instead, I.G. conti¬ 
nuously worked on the improvement of the process 
which it licenced to the ccal ownore and those with 
intereetFin oil. Thus were created n series of lig¬ 
nite hydrogenation plonte, end also petroleum plants 
using hard coal ofter tho liquefaction of herd cosl 
was mastered in 1934. Abroad, in Englend, it was poe- 
' eible to commence operations,in 1935, in the first 
coal liquefaction installation using the I.s.proccec. 

Tho task of I.C*. was to study further the coal 
end oil hydrogenation processes nr.d to utilise then 
for new syntheses. Comprehensive experiments led 
to the field of aroaatization (Axonatleierung),ieo- 
merisation ar.d dehydration f carbohydrates for the 
production of special fuels and for the production 
of special products which, in turn, served as beeic 
materials for new processes. The efforte 
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for Che development of the gaeeoue carbohydratee 
produced during hydrogenation, were particularly 
successful ?r.d led to the production both of synthe¬ 
tic lubricants end also of ecetyler.ee, ethyls, cr.d 
additional new synthetic materials. Numerous or tents 
were trken out in ell these fields in conjunction 

with Standard Oil. In the course of the further

possible es early 88 1933 to conclude the so-ccllod 

"Cothalytic Refining Agreement," with vorious Aueri- 

cor. mineral oil firms, which introduced a new phceo 

in the processing of petrolouoc.

Prom ay own knowledge and roccllection and from 
data at my diaposcl I havo prepared the exposition 
given bolow relating to l/IATIOH GASOLINE. 

yho devolo£nont of_A/IATION GASOLINE, production. 

Aviation gasoline hco to possess different proper¬ 
ties from those of automobile gasoline. This vveo not 
tho coco from the beginning. Not until flying bccomo 
safe wero evor-incroasing flying distances end al¬ 
titudes demanded end, consequently, ongir.es which 
gave high performance with tho smallest possiblo 
oizo end woight. As a result the motor fuel also 
had to meet special requirements. Loth conditions 
could bo fulfilled only if the engine end tho fuel 
induetrios worked hand in hard. 
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It is not surprising, therefore, th£t the first 
development in this direction began in America, for 
it was there thet the oil industry was able to 
supply the highly-developed motor industry with the 
required motor fuel through proper selection from 
the rich indigenous oil resources . In Germany tho 
development did not begin until about 1932 in its 
engineering aspocts; suitable motor fuol was im¬ 
ported. 

Tho question then aroeo whothor the process of 
hydrogenation was adequate to producing a suitable 
aviation gasoline for the consumption at thet time. 
Hydrogenation ie a chomical proccee: accordingly, 
it was nocooeaxy to study tho chomiccl composition 
of the aviation gasolines and to try and build thorn 
up synthetically. This was not a eocrot development, 
but, on tho contrary, rn known chomiccl task,which 
tho I.G. had set for itsolf on tho basis of its 
contract with tho standard Oil Conpcny end tho 
exchange of experience with tho technical experte 
of this Company. Not only the I.G. worked at its 
solution, but tho Standard Oil Company in particu¬ 
lar, and nearly all the American oil companies. 

Tho airplane industry of the world had a great in¬ 
terest in the solution of this problem, for oven 
in a country like America thet vice rich in oil 
there wore certain limitations to the mere eelec- 
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tion of a sultcblc eviction gosolino from current 
production and tho denends for an oven bettor qua¬ 
lity of 
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motor fuels could net have been act in this way only. 

* 

So trio epoche me*- correctly be distinguished in the 
production of aviation gasoline. The first is charac¬ 
terized by the production of aviation fuol from sui- 
tablo portions of tho ordinary gasoline; this is done by 
physical acthods (selective distillation). Tho second 
epoch begins with the chedie3 1 aodificction of the 
raw notorial or with tho choniccl synthesis proper. 

If tho question of tho possibility of producing 
o suitable aviation gasoline is to be answered, it is 
first necessary to know how aviation gasolines differ' 
from regular automobile gasolines. An important charac¬ 
teristic is that eviction gasoline dooe not begin to 
boil until highor tonporaturcs are reached, but that, on 
tho cthor hand, it begins to vaporize ouch sooner. But 
also in other respects tho two kinds of gasoline differ 
coneidorcblo in thoir chonicel end physical properties. 
A notablo ro',uieito ie the lower vapor pressure of 
aviation gasoline, which oust bo hold in check boccueo 
of tlic denger of vepor bubble formation; another i3 
tta low freezing point, which ie necessary in view of 
tho lower tom?orctur-e at high altitudes and,finally, 
the highor octane rating, r figure which mor-eures tho 
onti-knock properties of gasolines. The less a gneolino 
tends to knock, tho highor may be the compression ratio 
to bo choecr. for the engine a.r.d tho better will bo tho 
performance given by 
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• 

the airplane. The anti-knock ratings ere expreseod 
in absolute figures. They begin with the figure 60 
for nr-xoal engines; the higher the figure, the better 
the rjyi-knock properties of the fuol. Tho differences 
in tno gcnercl requirements for gasolines, as common 
in eho tredo for both types, lio not only in tho physi¬ 
cs*^ properties, but particularly in tho chemical compo¬ 
sition. Ncturcl gasolines diffor, according to their 
origin, in their contont of aromatics, prraffine, iso¬ 
paraffins end naphtcnce. Thue, when in Amoricc, for 
example, those parts of tho gesoline wore originally 
removed which wo::o suitable for eviction gasolines, i.o. 
which had high cnti-knock ratings, thoy wero tho ports 
which had high rcphtcnc, iso-prreffin and corresponding 
arometioe contorts. 

In Germany -here was no euoh oholc.. If the frac¬ 
tion in question was eliminated from tho rogultr 
hydrogenation gfeline, it was with tho realization 
that it did net moot requirements. Consequently,it 
was nccesenr./ to modify the chomical synthesie by 
moons of nov catalysts or other reaction conditions , 
in such a n.xy that tho dosixed chomical composition, 
rcsultod. This chomical development was all tho ooro 
imperative becauee, quite epert from tho roquironohts 
of aviation, tho dovolopmont of officiont automobile 
engines also required gasolines with high octane rat¬ 
ings. But since not enough natural gcsolincs of this 
kind wero available, thie requirement was 
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act in America through an ingenioue invention.Totxa- 
othyl lead in smell concentrations of about 0 . 1 * 
tc 0 . 55 * wes edded to the gcflolince, end the enti- 
luio.ck properties of tho gasolines were thereby consi¬ 
derably improved. However, the poisonous ncturo of 
this eubetcnco prevented its introduction into general 
ueo, cl though wide eppliertien of it was made in America. 
Furthermore, there were limits to the amount of tetra¬ 
ethyl lead that could bo edded. Thus, there sill ro- 
ocircd tho necessity of developing suitable gneolinoa 
by means of the chcmiccl syntheeic. Through tho eoll-- 
boraticn of I.G. and the Standard Oil Company the first 
crometization plants for tho produotion of anti-knock 
gasolines visro put up in 1932, with epooial crtcly- 
sore by I.G. Thus tho stage was sot for the synthe¬ 
tic production of aviation gesolino. 

in Germany c. high quality cf eviction gasoline in 
the hydrogenation plant in Lcuna could only be attained, 
when in addition to tar hydrogenation, direct lignite 
hydrogonation was applied on a largo scale. But oven 
then an octane rating of cnlyrbout 6e-70* could bo 
obtained, which still did not come up to the stan¬ 
dard of tho foreign aviation gasolines. Nevertheless, 
the product turned out in Louno was doecribed re avia¬ 
tion gasoline and,in 1936,a. contract was signed with 
the Ministry for Aviation in which,fer the first ti*mo, 
gasoline produced in Germany was recognised as avia¬ 


tion gasoline, 
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CS accepted at that tine. The contract provided for the 
supply of 80,000 tone of aviation gasoline. Proa a 
purely business standpoint this res a success for the 
hydrogenation process, for thereafter it could parti¬ 
cipate in the greeter revenue produced by this pro¬ 
duct . 

in respect of the quality of the aviation gasoline 
produced, however, the gasoline plant in Loans was very 
soon surpassed by the herd coal hydrogenation plants 
which had moontiac been erected. The coal hydrogena¬ 
tion plant of inpcrlr.l Chooioal industries which was 
out in operation in England, produced g-sclino with 
an octono value of 78 to 82, ss did also the plant 
net up r. ydar lr.tor in Scholvon Goroony. in 1955 
tir.R.Gordon statos in his publication, "Tho develops 
aont of cccl hydrogenation by Ioporirl Chenier 1 in¬ 
dustries," (J.lnet.-f Fuel Diz.35), that goed aviation 
gasoline can be obtained fron hydrogenation. 

Ey 1935 , howovor, the rcquircncntc fer cirplnino 
ongincs had -gain increased considerably. Two types 
of aviation gasoline wore demanded, v;ith octane ratings 
of 83 and 87 respectively.This increase in the octane 
value could actually cnly be -ttcinod with tetra-c-thyl 
lead, so that the gcsclince resulting frcn hydrogena¬ 
tion must bo deeign-ted as ee-called basic gasoline s 
for eviction fuels. 

The fact that basic -vic.tion gasolines were produced 

through hydrogenation was not secret; the production 

was attained in collaboration with tho standard Oil 
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Company end it was ftede publicly known to everybody 
ct the Eerie Petroleun Congroes in 1937 by represen¬ 
tatives of Standard end Shell. 

To produce on eviction gasoline Tith on octpno rating 
of 87, therefore,the first roquirorent wes good baaio 
gr.eolines. Thceo could bo obtained, according to the 
particular otarting ingredionta eclocted,through hydro- 
gonotion, especially of cccl. But oven so tho incroceo 
of the octane rating by aocne cf load was limited,bc- 
ccueo not more then a certain nnr.ont cf load may bo 
eddod ( 0.8 cc por liter), for the addition of too 
much Iced is ueoloee end the engines, oApocially 
tho valves, cannot stand up to it. 

in tho Boantioo, however, dovolcpnonte in tho 
building of engines had gone far ahead of the petro- 
loun industry. Eopocirlly in the American develop¬ 
ment of aero engines gcoolinos with an ccta.no rating 
of 100 wore required. If such a value was tc bo at¬ 
tained, the prrblcne would have to bo tackled still 
mcro from a chemical angle. In this field technical 
research in Aaorica hes opened up ontiroly new avenues, 
which h~vo become gonorr.l knowledge in the technical 
world. This work indicated the superior bohaviour of 
certain hydrocarbone in engine operation. Thoy are 
special types cf hydrocarbons which rro contained only 
in very small quantities cr net ct oil in natural 
gc.ecline cr even in hydrogenated gesolinee. On tho 
othor hand,

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they ore produced 'ir. the polymerisation of lew-grrde 
gr.eoous defines. Tfith the realization cf thoec facts e 
radical courso of dcvelopccnt work begnu in America 
with the object of bringing this roaction to the tech¬ 
nical prccoes stage. There ie extonsivo litorrturo 
on the subject, oepeoially 'in American technical jour¬ 
nals end bccke of the period free 1C34 to 1937, 'Which 
shows the breed linos on which dcvolopmont work wee 
initir.ted in this sphoro. Gustrv Egloff, t o femeue 
American expert, writes in the introduction tc hie 
bock, "Tho reactions of puxo Hydrocarbons" end in 
"Chonioal end Motcllurgicrl Enginooring" (1935), i

It ie rn absolutely natural circumstance that, not 
only wo technical non learned of thie epoch-making rceo- 
azeh through the publications, but rlso the technical 
offices in tho Ministry for Aviation, fer the s:- 
callod isc-cctonc super gasoline which was produced 
in America was brought by the German airlines from the 
U.S.A. at one aciY. per liter; 
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furthermore, the l.G. was cekod whether it cculd net

r.leo produce gasolines of such qur.lity. 

Sow the l.G. had discovered c. eynthceie of iee- 
ootcnc rs early ae in 1931 f nct from cracked grace re 
in America - for there were cnly small quantities cf 
theso r.vnilcblv in Goranny - but from carbonic cxide 
and hydrogen. By this means iso-butyl alcohol wee first 
produced, and then, by dohydration, polymerisation and 
hydrogonction, ieo-ootano. This ie a difficult and 
protractod procose, but is is quito possible technically 
on a largo scclo. 

In AQorlon likewise, ccnsidcrablo difficulties vvoro 

still onccunterod in tho largc-ecalo production cf 

iso-cctanc from errekod grsce. Thoro ie no question 

but that tho tochnical cc-cporntion in this fiold bat- 

neon tho l.G. and the Standard Oil Company did a groat 

doal to accelerate the oarly solution of tho problem 

of largo-scclo production. It is well-known th~t tho 

l.G. had extensive cxpcrionco in the oonetruction cf 

and 

large ecclo chemical planV in the ueo of catalysts in 
connection with polymerisation and hydrogenation. Tho 
I.G.reloceod them to America in fulfillment of its con¬ 
tract obligations, and it would bo idle for c techni¬ 
cal man to argue over whether tho ano or the ether 

contributed aero experience in this case cr that re¬ 
garding thie particular process. One thing cnly is 

cortain>thrt in this caeo cf the production cf spe¬ 
cial aviation fuels America cculd gc into commercial 
production because it had the raw materials; Germany 
on the other hand, could not do this, unices 
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it wre willing to pursue the uneconcnicrl method vir 
alcohol, end this wee not, done. On tho other hend.the 
experiences of l.G.,8UCh re the crtclyots, were elec 
used outsido of Aaoricc evon before tho wer.for exrmplo, 
in the Abedrn end Pcrnie plents, which belonged to eub- 
sidierios of Stnndrrd end Shell. 

As elreedy nentioned, rs c result ct tho develop¬ 
ment in eirpl^no engines in tho U.S.A. the deernde 
for high-cctene e.victicn gesclines become noro ~nd 
acre pronounced eftor 1935.

Thc totcl was 260,CCO tens. In Germany the I.G. had - 
sor.ll expcrimonta .1 plant with e capacity cf cn entire 
total cf 4,000 tone cf iso-cctcne by the clcchcl method. 
Thie was built rt the request cf the Reich Ministry f~r 
Aviation ct the Reich Offico for Economic Development, 
and was put int operation in Lcuna in 1938.The produc¬ 
tion could cnly be regarded -e being of an experimental 
nature.In any ease the I.G.opposed lr.rgc-sca.lo con¬ 
struction using this prccoee until the war breko cut. 

Tho I.G. tock r difforor.t ocurec. and devoted pain¬ 
staking efforts trying to produce, by tho method cf 
dchydrogoncticn frea hydrogenation weeto gasos,original 
Ingrodiente which would bo sioilrr tc tho American -waste 
ga.eos in refining, f'.r which purpceo it would still bo

On thet occasion, I learned to !mo:: tho hostile attitudo 
of Herr Kcpplcr towards the I.G. 2 rust all the :x>rc appreciate 
it that Dr, Buotofisch brought about a solution of tho di eagreo- 
nont co nee mins technical problems, which had ocoistod betwcon :*o 
end ;y fim on tho ono hand end hin on tho other hand. This solu¬ 
tion was tc.tr enoly fair end facilitated a further closo colla¬ 
boration bctucon 2 .C. and ry firo. 

rXiring tho following years, I continuously .rlntainod busi¬ 
ness end even porsonal relations with Dr. Buofcoflsch. I knovf his 
political attitude rnd opinions because uo often discussed at 
length the economic conditions in Gorooy. I !a»oii that Dr. Baoto- 
fisch was always and has renained a typical orrponent of free 
ontorpriso. Ho al»sys ondcavorod to uaintain contact with 
forci^i countries, rhich is essential for a sound dovoloprjont 
of vcrid cconocy.

In this respect he was, to a certain extent, opposod to tho 
national-soc ia l i st tendencies,'which fron yoer to year pressed 
for a no re self-sufficient oconoqy, being at the sene tiao nwaro, 
however, that tho expansion of national industries throughout 
Europe would necessarily also ir.cludo the Gorki cconory to a 
considerable extent. I can state with certainty froa cur frequent 
discussions, that Dr. BuJtcfisch never ancctod war to break 
out, end dofinitciy not an aggressive war, Ho xns a technician 
and ho devoted hinaolf to plans regarding construction rather 
then to plans dealing with destruction, hich every war rust of 
necessity bring with it. 

I still recall the foilwing episode: 

In the days of tho great political tension prevailing boforc 
tho invasion of the Sudotcnland by Gerran troops. Dr. Buctofisch 
urgently requestod iro by telephone one ..fto moon to cone to Doi^- 
lin for a conference with hi., at 5-JO in tho jvming. In this 
tolcphono conversation. Dr. Buitefisch exproesod his great concom 
that war uight result fro.: tho oceu; atJ.en of tho Dudator.lnnd. 
Subsoqu-ntly to this telephone con crsr.t ter. -.rich Berlin, I was 
celled up by a business friend '*> J/Mrt©n v.o told so *iMg 
othor things that Chcabcrloin. :a'ording to \f.\ it he had h ard, 
intended to ncct Hitler ir. G ,r.. ry a. r. on nc.t 
I told Herr Dr. Baotefisth of oa- cen'c—.t* >;«, he ce. 3 -wily 
control hiiisolf for v ‘oy end -.'d- approxur-tely the follc-cng 
stctcacnt: "Thank God, war 'dll bo prevented no-: end peace will 
be preserved." 

I also recall that, xh.cn wo aet shortly aft or 
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the outbreak of tar, Herr Dr. Buctcfisch voiced hia indignation 
and regretted that the first successful start of technical work 
wjuld be ruthlessly intermpfcod end dcstroyod by war. Dr. Beoto- 
fisch, in view of hia great oxpcrior.ee in the fields of nitrogen 
and hydrogenation, i:as often consulted by teny people. However, 
in giving hia tochnical advice ho never connected it :.ith tho idee 
of aching Gcrarny strong enough for preparation for war or 
for aggreasivo rcr. Ho uea cs pleased :1th technical progrosa 
abroad, cs with Gemen successes, and it is rcnarhcblc that ho 
novor expressed any envy or jealousy towards other industries 
:4ioso field of activity tr.s tho sane as his own. On tho contrary, 
he aided then t/hcrcvcr he could, follo:dng the principle that 
ho could serve tho public best in health; oitual oospotition. 

During the war, Ur. Buotofisch did his duty like any othvr 
docent Gcr.'nn. Shortly after tho outbreak of war, ho once said 
to no: '»lf tho technicians are porrdttod to stay at hono whilo our 
countrynen aro at the front, then it is our dasiod duty and ob¬ 
ligation to work in order to help thos- who fight for us." 

Up to the end of the war, 1 net Dr. Buctcfisch at regular in¬ 
tervals end I !mow that ho was never engaged in politics. Ho 
refrained fro re any political activity. He was fully absorbed 
by his end i.culd net have had any ti_:c to deal :dth any 
political questions. Dr. Bictcfisch often expressed to ;x> his

that leading National Socialist authorities compelled hin to 
take measures '/ith which he absolute!;' disagreed and ;hich ho 
considered unreasonable. He said he had not carried out soao 
cf theso .assures, and had had on this account so:« differences 
with the responsible govemneot authorities. He also very fre¬ 
quent!;' criticized soveroiy the ncasurcs taken by govcmncntol 
agencies, '..'o Goman Industrialists know, hoirevor, that such 
criticise was given littlo or no attention at all in an economy 
co:jpletoly directed by the State. This was due to tho fact that 
'.fa woro only given inadequate inf oration on sor.o of the events 
and were therefore unable to exercise any influence on tho 
situation as a thole. Dr. Bictofisch's lifo was fully dovotod 
to his -.or!: end to technical dcvolop:cnts, research activities 
and their technical utilization. I know that in view of this 
extensive occupation he did not hondlo details in the field of 
labor allocation, vhich, however, doos not ocxludo tho fact,

os I was able to ascertain on ay visits with hir. to tho works, 

that ho was always concerned with tho ire If are of tho eqjloyoos 
and writers. Ho ropcatcdly onquirod about tho accomodation 
end tho fcoding of the personnel working in our large assonblagc 

plants. 

I had no provious knowlodgo irhothcr Dr. Buotofisch hod boon 
a neeber of tho National Socialist Party or of any of its affil¬ 
iated organizations. His wholo attitude, howeror, porrdttcd a 
conclusion to tho contrary. In any case I never saw hin wooring 
any badges or any unifom. He absolutely rejected tho idea of 
covering oneself with insignia. I know that Dr. 3uotcfisch 
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stands accused before tho Military Tribunal of preparing for 
Tiar, plunder end spoliation, and of crimes against hunanity. 

1 consider it absolutely ebst)pd to reproach Dr. Riotofisch in 
this respect, because I have drays knorn him as a doc ant mn 
with a noble character.

In view of the kind of relations ousting between 
Dr. Buctofisch and theso offices, I consider it lupossiblo that 
he was affiliated with thca or that he uointainod regular contact 
vdth then. 

Arising fro;; this sporadic activity of Dr. itoctcfisch 3 rocall 
that, probably towards tho end of 1936, he was ordered by 
Profossor Srauch to take data, xhich I had to compile for this 
purpose, to the Gcnoral Expert for the Four Year Plan, Kcpplor, 
in order to furnish infonwtion as to tie propellant production 
planning of now hydrogenation plants which wore being sot up, end 
which had already entored into negotiations with 1 .

The sphere of work of Hr. Suetefisch was so corprcho.asivo, that 
h» was unable to concern hiaoslf with questions of detail end ho was 
only acquainted In broco outline with natters aooartrining to labor 
allooat’.on end social rolfcra. In the loans "forks, there wore soocial 
depnrtctnts for doaling with these questions which ncre subordinate to 
Dr. Schneider, cs lo.’dor of the works. 

In 1940, I was included by Dr. Buotsfitch cs expert for low toepe- 
raturu coal carbonization in the negotir.ticr.s of ths I.C. Farbanindu- 
strio concerning tho rcquisltic.. of coal in Suture lh-or Silosin. For 
thoso negotiations, tho I.C. Frrbonindustrio aopointed a cornisslon 
under tho leadorshio of liroctor Schnrf of tha I.C. Sergworko, who was 
asked by Dr. Riatoflach, on recount of his state of health, to ropro- 
aont him.

found not to bo adequate cr sufficiently r.bcve high wpter, tha ol»ot 
was built on tte ^5ro favcrrblo land r.t I'oosbiorbrua with dorwndencc 
on tho olnnfc of tho Dcr-u Cbosde. The Acaoniakwerk -isrieburg C-.r.b.H. 
leasod for the pur~oso c suitable area fro a the Donau Cherie rnd con¬ 
cluded with it r. plant mvirgeront agrooaent (aetricbafucbningsvcrtrar), 
undor which tte Donna Chomio orovided the personnel for the works, ps 
well as, rt first, pener, workshops and roads. 

Dr. Buotofisch supervised tte planning of tho .minora 1 oil plants 
in I'oosbiorbaun. Hj concerned hirsjlf with ttn technical rnd expe¬ 
dient carrying out o' the production rnd issued the appropriate direc¬ 
tions; tho nocoss'rv orogrro for new construction h\d rlso to go 
through ldn for submission to Soorto I, in ordor liter to rocoivo tl<o 
cpprovr.l of thj Toclmicrl Coaeitteo (Top) and tho Voratrnd of tho I.G.; 
ho had, however, nothing to do with tho actual works crnagenrnt (Bc- 
tricbsfuohrung), nor with tho labor rllocation or tho social wo 1 faro 
quoetiens. 

I know from several dircussicns which Dr. Ettot.fisch had with no 
that ho was entrusted In th. srao rrnnor with tho olrnnlng of tjx> 
minor.* 1 oil o“rt of Sprrto I in Auschwitz, as tnis prosonted an ana¬ 
logous ensj in technical respects. 

In ry years of Joint trert with Dr. Buetofisch, I know of no ac¬ 
tions or measures taken by hie that could h?vo indicated a nrtion- 1 - 
sooialist attitude. In particular, I hr.wo never obsorred that any 
subordinate of his was oVv.r made to suffer for non-rc’hcronco to tho 
Party or its -/filiations. I sysolf did net belcnr to tho Party or to 
any of its affiliations rnd could quite openly let Dr. 5uatofisch know 
of my rejection of tho Party, as ho respected and esteemed free expres¬ 
sion of opinion in everybody end valued a parson only recording to his

capability and human qualities. So far as I -a aware, Dr. ffcotefisch 
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did not belong to the Party until 1938 and, es I nssirao, mly .loir.c-i 
it then on grounds of expediency. According to ay cbsorvrtion, hi a 
genoral attitude and his ooinicns, which, in aj Judfffcnt, wore vory 
far from the national-socialist ideals, underwent no change as a 
result of his aunbarahip of the Party.

I have known Dr. Heinrich Puotefisch since his cntrv r 3 works 
chemist into the Leuna *forke, about 1922. Dr. Buotcfisch very soon 
boceas Betriobsfuehror of the .'JBaonir. pl«nt and production leader of 
tho who la •werks, and,fUrthcrroro, comprehensive tasks for the I.O., 
tho Nitrogen Syndicate and the Sconeedc Crouo Pools often occuoiod hin 
outoido in tho inter.cts of th. ‘forks re:d the I.G. I aysolf was first- 
engineer of the Leuna forks and therefore worked together with Dr. Buo- 
tefisch during all tho years up to th* orei of the err. 

Tho kuna ‘forks, continually growing in site as it did during the 
course of the years, brought unexpected difficulties in r.-ny respects, 

-nd nbovo -11 in the transportation of the necossaiy labor, tho accom¬ 
modation for the workers beeasing of necessity more and more distant 
from the works. The forks nrnrgerunt therefore wished, after tho eco¬ 
nomic crisis, to set an absolute Halt of a. oorsconol cf 12,000 con. 1 

In dolibor-tto withdrawal from further mass production, only those pro¬ 
ducts woro to bo undertaken which «ere developed in scientific research 
in tbs lounr - xks, such ns, for cx'splc, basic -nd “urili'r- materials 
for 3oap .-nd fibre productlcr. Nevertheless, in the <ipw-rd swing or 
tho economy, it was not possible to avoid the dearmds of th. Reich ngen- 
cios for considerable extensions "nd affiliations, rrd the 'forks w„ro 
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constantly overwhelmed with e highly burdensome and often scarcely 
answerable aeries of questionnaires. Dr. &*3tefisch endeavoured 
through his activitv in Berlin to effect some arrangement in the inte¬ 
rests of a sound development of the ''orks. It is entirel'- out of the 
question that anybody in the *?orks Hanagement could have been think¬ 
ing in this connection of preparations for war, as we had all olanned 
our products within the framework of the economic dscend. I still re¬ 
member the despairing resignation with which Dr. Buetefisch received 
the nows of the unleashing of the war, on which occasion I happened 
to be present. 

In the violent expansion which the war now inrosed on the 'forks, 

the procurement of brown coal offered a now insuperable obstacle, and 

therefore, nny further expansion being ieoossible at ’xmna, a required 

extension of our carbohydrate-synthesis olant, which had to bo carried 

• • 

out on tho dooand of the Reich agency, was finally removed to Auschwitz, 
in dependence cn the Buna ”orks already begun thore. I try self, oo 
first-engineer of S parte I, frequently took oart in the building con¬ 
ferences and during the construction period was often in Auschwitz, in 
order to check the technical machinery work and the issemblage. Cn 
the building site, which was managed by tho Betriebsfuehrer Dr. EXierr- 
feld, whom I had already in leuna particularly ostecsed for his human 
qualities, I always found proper conditions. The workers assigned 
thore, whether Germans, foreign workers or prisoners, vore rospoctably 
and fairly treated, of which I was especially able to convince myself 
on a visit to an electrical training workshop for prisoners. I had 
never heard of cistreaUnnts or even rumours of the events which, as 
has sinco become known, allegedly happened in the Auschwitz concentrs- 
ticn comp, which wa3 situated several kilometers distant from the works. 
Dr. Djerrfcld was constantly concerned expressly to improve the welfare 
conditions on the 3ite and in this respect, 
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free what I saw there,his achievements were probably exemplary. 

-vfter my visits to Auschwitz, I usually talked vith Dr. aretefisch, 
concerning the building site, and our discussions "ere princioally 

• • 

about technical matters. I never had occasion to reoort to him regard¬ 
ing any excesses of authority or other events which would havo called 
for any change. Although Dr. Buetefisch supervised the general plan¬ 
ning of the works for Scarte I, h o soldo a, owing to the other heavy 
claims on his time, took part in ths building conferences in Auschwitz, 
arxl for the sarae reason, only rarely visited the Auschwitz plant, 
leaving Dr. v. Staden ? the production manager of the Lcuna *«'orks, to 
represent him in all these matters, and always relying on the rooorts 
of the other gentleman of the leuna uorks, who vioited the Auschwitz 
works as departmental managers.

1. I an a patent lawyer in Kaaburg. As preparation for this pro¬ 
fession I studied at the Tectoical College ir Hannover, whore in 
1921 the Doktor-Ing. degree was conferred uoon mo. I then studied 
law at the Hanseatic Iniversity in Kaaburg and in 1931 oualified 
os a patent lawyer. As of that year I was listod in the patont 
lawyers' register. In 1945 I was approved by the Hamburg Military 
Government as patent lawyer. 

2. Herr Dr. Heinrich BUErSFJSCH has boon known to no since our school 
days, i.e. since 1908-19C9. We studiod together at the Technical 
Collego in Hannover and maintained closo rolaticns up to tho end 
of the war in 1945- Our families wore cn Triendly terms. 

Evon while studying choaistry at Hannover, Dr. Puotefiach provod 
to be a chemist far above the average. Ho completed his studios 
in a very short time, and despite tto great unemployment prevail¬ 
ing in 1920, to was ircediately given a Job as a chemist and 
physicist with the Badiscto Anilin- und Sodafabrik at Ludwigohafen, 
free where he was transferred after a short tin» to tho I*una Works. 
There also, Dr. Euotefisch by his diligent and successful work in 
physical chemistry, advanced rapidly. In a few years to was al¬ 
ready tho manager of the important slant, the nitrogen factory. 

Soon thereafter 
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he was appointed as a Berber of the works ninagerent pnd in 1931 

% 

became the technical director of the Launa Tories, which, at that 
tine, meant an. unusual career. 

This career or Dr. Euetefisch, which had reached its clinax long 
before the National Socialist regi.-* started, wa3 exclusively due 
to his special achievements in his sphere of work end to his out¬ 
standing efficiency in his profession. Dr. Buetefisch, at that 
litre, often expressed to a his views on ths technical and economic 
aspects, which were the standpoint free which he regarded his work. 
He considered as his life taak the dovolowent of synthetic proces¬ 
ses from coal. It is known far beyond his own sphere of work that 
ho achieved great wit in tho technical dovelowant of tho nitro- 
gon synthosis, in tho hydrogenation of coal, in tho ayr.thotic pro¬ 
tection of alcohols and in the production of preliminary oroducts 
for tho most varied synthesis orocesses for artificial substances, 
and was considered one of tt» highost axoorts in this line. 

His political views wore guided absolutely by there professional 
trends of thought. He declinod on principle ell programs dialing 
purely with party politics. Ho regarded things too much from a 
standpoint of objectivity and calm reasoning to be enthusiastic 
about principles doalir.g with party politics only. 3 remember that 
shortly before Hitler assumed powor, ho told to thrt National So¬ 
cialism, undoubtedly, still held many dangers, Mid on principle ex- 

I * 

pressed tho opinion that he considered any such revolution would 
be harmful, a conception which again showed how hie calm considore- 
ticn of events was guided by economic reasoning. 

3* I met Dr. Buetefisch ccr.y tines, and on ona occasion in the spring 
of 1939, in the Hotel /dlon in Berlin whwre he used to stay over 
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night, ho told no that he had joined the NS DAP. Up to that tins ho 
had refrained froa joining," but, as c non-Party member, he would not 
hevo boon able to maintain hia position in tha works but would have 
been gradually cashed out. Ho told ex ha envied no for ay indepen¬ 
dent position, whona, in his opinicn, such considerations did no play 
any part. At first, I vrs surprised that Dr. 3uotcfi6eh had Joined 
tha Party, but at that tiro I could understand his reasons very well. 

As a patent lawyer 1 dealt with nuncrous industrial undertakings -nd 
it was cn thoso occasions particularly thnt I heard similar ntatcnwnts 
rupoated by loadinj'officials. They told oo they rould othorwiso not 
bo nblo to handle the workors bocauso they would not be in n position 
to stand up to tho representatives of tho Labor Front with thJ neces¬ 
sary firmness. I know that cany industrialists dacidcd to tako this 
stop lest tho snnngcecnt of thoir undertakings would bo turnod over 
to Party mcabors cnly. Ihdor those circucstmocs, it was a. nattor of 
courso for a man like Dr. Buctofisch, who w 4 -a fully absorbed by his 
work and was no politician, not to njfuso any longor to Join tho Party.

U. This stop did not change tho ronl attitude and opinions of Dr. Buoto- 

fisch. to ofton frankly discussed political questions during tho ti-o 

of thj ?laticnal Socialist rogirw in a manner which weuld ha.vo involved 

dangor to one's life unloss tho discussions took place with good 

frionds. As a rosult of theso convursa.ticos, I know for sure that Pr. 

Buotefisch took all tha tine nn cxtrcsttly critical attitude towards 

tte National Socialist regies :nd was cn principle opposod to cort,*iii 

* • 

methods. Ho w.as a pronounced suoportcr of Tree ontorprlso, an ex¬ 
ponent of progressive ideas, end consequently was in fa.vor of a li¬ 
beral exchange of ideas with exports of othor nations. Ho often told 

so how difficult it was to follow this lino under the National So¬ 
cialist regime; rx; vert ho less, he himself would adhorc to this prin¬ 
ciple with all tha ewar.s at his disposal. His factual attitude and 
hie technical and economic aims wore 
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30 far fra- tho National Socialist ideology that ho could never feol 
any close sympathy for it. , I know that ho novor rated or cstccnod 
his co-workers end forcer subordinates according to race, religion 
or oolitical ooinion. Ho 'aid attention only to the efficiency of 
a person. Hi haloed rolitical ocrsecutees, stood up for his employ¬ 
ees and was thoroforc respected and estcoaod by all his co-workors. 

I also know, as a result of acquaintance with Dr. Buotofisch for 
many years, that he nlwrys objocted to racial, oolitic .-1 find reli¬ 
gious persecution. 

5. Dr. Buotofisch always expressed sovorc criticisa in dcrling with tho 
authorities whonevor he foered that tho liberal r'ov-.lo-c.ont of tech¬ 
nology md science wt.s impaired by intorventlcn of tte Party. I knew, 
for example, that to rctivoly supoortod scientific rssocintions, 
which Notional Socialism triod to suooross. Ho was n sponsor of col¬ 
leges rni made personal contributions. Dr. aiotcfisch was, a.\ong 
othor things, a cockor cf tha Enisor-'ilholm Foundation and wca r.p- 
pointod ncrebor of tte Academy of Scionco, (Akrdomlo lucr “issjnschnft), 
(Lcopoldina-Hallc). 

6. He never for.rod thrt Fif’or would hnvo tte serious intention to start 
a war. In our numerous conversations on tho dangers rnd disorders 
caused by National Socialism, there wrs never rnv mention of an "ag¬ 
gressive war", noithor by rysolf nor by any otter participants in 
those conversations. At tho above rentionod suotinf in tho Hotel 
Adlon in Berlin in spring 1939, Dr. Buotofisch expressed his con com 
regarding tho rough and seemingly violent osthods vfioh Hitler had 
demonstrated at the time of tho occupation of tte Sudetenland and 
Czechoslovakia. He shared cy conviction that this wrs a bluff, 
typical of tho Nazis, and 
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he hoped that there would be acn capable of keeping Hitler back 
froc such dangerous exroriaents’end that foreign countries, too, 
would not any lcogor suo;ort Ilitlor's o?thods,.but reject thorn. 

Thon, contrary to all reasonable expectations, war at last had broken 
out. Dr. Edotafisch, like my other citizen of r country at war, ful¬ 
filled his duties towards his fatherland. As a result of our numer- 
ous ojo tings I ’<now that an ovor incrersing amount of work wps im¬ 
posed on Dr. Buotjfisch and that ha was extremely overburdenod. His 
abilities in the tochniocl fiold were celled upon not only by his 
own firm, but also by the responsible State authorities. A nrn liko 
Dr. Buotofisch could not docline such requests. Ccr.socuontly, ho 
earn, of nocossity, into contact with nnny Stats rnd Perty agencies. 

In the oourso of tiro ho rccoivod cany "honors md decorations" which, 
however, loft little impression on Dr. Buotjfisch, owing to his sober 
disposition. 

7 . It is only now that I k am that r rank in tho SS wrs conferred ucon 
Dr. Buotofisch. Itasnitc a?• clow and continuous connection with Dr. 
Buotofisch, this fact was unknown to iw hitherto. This state of 
affairs may appear strtt&o, but can bo probably understood if tho 
abnormal conditions prevailing during tho National Socialist cm «ro 
taken into consideration.

It is 
also un'orstandabla thrt they did not reject such honors, so as to 
have, on tho other hand, tho opportunity, as Tar fu. was within their 
power, to soroad sensible ideas also La those circles, rad not entire¬ 
ly brock up ell connections. Only in this sense did Dr. fcwtofiacl., 
in cy opinion/ accept this honor and I cust aaphr-sicc that I have 
never soon Dr. Buotofisch wearing an SS-badga or oven a uniform 
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and I cannot imagine that h? over woro one.

e. In conclusion I should like to mention that I was never a member 
of the NSDAP or any of its eXfilietad organizations. As a radical 
opponent of National Socialise I was often warned during this regime 
that steps would bo taken bv tho State against st, and I suffered 
much here in professional *nd personal respects. I r« adding these 
romarka only in order to make it clear that * would not bo willing 
to excuso deeds of the Nazis or to go so far as to cover exponents 
of Nazism, but havo made the above statements only in the interests 
of truth and Justico.

Dritish Inventiveness - He notod that in each instance- 
ho .-;ovo I.C.I. ability to help restod lcrroly - thoun by no 
means entirely - on its peacetime research. Tho very oxis- 
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tr.nce of I.C.I. was based on research kept efficient on the 
whotstone of competition. The acoont of research and invent¬ 
ion which had taken place since 1939 had astonished Lord 
KcGowan. "Lias, almost all this nust renaln secret for ob¬ 
vious reasons. I ;:ust, however, say this - that it is conc¬ 
lusive ovidence that the British race has not lost that spirit 
of inventiveness which has distinguished it. '/hen the history 
of this war can bo written I a.-, sure we shall find, that 
ovory now rianifestrtion of eno.y rosoarch, vahothor at sea, 
on land or in tho air, has beon natchod, and iiore than r.atch- 
od by counter discovery in this country, to say nothin;; of 
tho load wo have pivon to tho Lilies in all sorts of direct¬ 
ions -connoc tod nt only with attack and dofonco, but with 
tho hoalth of tho pooplo. I r.ood only cite tho jot-propollod 
aircraft on one hand and ponicillin on the othor - both of 
thou British." 

Explosives - Fro;: I.C.I.'s ncturo it was obvious that 
tho brunt of supplying cho::icels and oxplosivos for tho nat¬ 
ion's war effort had to fall on it. L lar~o proportion of 
those chonicals, of course, were usod in tho saiio way in 
war ns in poaco - os ossontial raw -.atcrials in tho product¬ 
ion of all kin's of ::nnufcctured articles. A fair proportion 
woro usod diroctly in enrinos of ’ ar. v /hon vo hoard of 
"block-bustors" or "cookies" rcinin • on Berlin and othor 
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Go man citios, or the shells fire! by the puns of British 
arrilos in Italy wo cculi remember that these were filled 
with oxplosivcs and fitted ’*ith fu*-ses lar-oly invcntod and 
developed by nrivato enterprise. 

Socrot Teapons. - *»'hat needed soocial nention was tho 
part that I.C.I. had played in the v develop-.ent and product¬ 
ion of socrot weapons, r.any of which naturally "ore still on 
tho socrot list. Britain had probably said loss about her 
oocrot weapons then the Ger -.ans, but Lord licGo^an folt that 
they had folt ours core than, so far ct any rate, wo had suf¬ 
fered fro:i thoirs. The number an:* efficiency of thoso nc\7 
uoapons wore oloquent evidonco of the invontivoncss which 
still characterized tho tritish pooplo, but botveor. tho in¬ 
vention or dovlsinr of a now woapor. and its final production 

in tho hur.o quantities roquirod by lodcrn -nrfaro thoro was

Some two years apo Fi.-hter Command expressed to I.C.I. 
disappointment at the failin' off in the hiph speed porforn- 
anco of r.etai aircraft due to deterioration of paintwork or 
do:'.ago to motel skins. This problon was investigated by I.C.I. 
and by reconmcndr.nn the adoption of a different mothod of 
paintin:: and finishing the problem was ontiroly solved to 
tho satisfaction of tho R.A.F. Experimental FXl-ht. This 
r.othod hes no" boon standardized. It served to vonnvinco tho 
R.A.F. of tho importance of paint with tho result that prac¬ 
tically the wholo of tho training of tho constructors for 
tho R.A.F. had since boon under takon by I.C.I. In addition 
an R.A.F. school for constructors had boon runnin- at an I.C.I. 
factory for ovor a year. This was scheduled to c’.oal with 18 
non or morion a rook, air alroady ovor 80C R.A.F. porsonnol 
had boon trainod horc. Rocontly this sorvico had boon oxtondod 
to tho United States Air Connand in Zritain. What *’as tho 
answer horo? That the research end oxperionco of private 
entorpriso in tho realn of paints and finishos had added 
sovcral milos an hour to the speed of Iritish aircraft. This 
was only one example, chosen because it is striking. 

Dru-s and licdicinos. - Just as in peacetime Sritain 
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had boon content to draw nost of its food fron oversees, it 

had also been content to rely on Germany for nany of its 

oodicinals and drops. The need for large-scalo nanufacturo 

of drugs and alternate specifics becane, on tho outbreak of . 

• • 

v/ar, as vital as the provision of food. A for? years before 
tho \ 7 or I.C.I. had decieded to enter the pharaaceutical. fiold 
in a big way as dyestuffs wore in sono foras, a baso for tho 
production of drugs. Dovelopnent in this field rrust alv/oys 
to slorf, and v/hon v Qr br-ko out, I.C.I. had to produco - and 
quickly - products of whiQh, becauso of war, tho country 
would bo short. In,thi3 it had boon very successful. Previ¬ 
ously tho treatment of :viloria noodod tho natural quinine, 
or tho Gor lan product "Atebrin", so that rhon tho Japanoso 

overran tho source of supply in tho East Indios, tho product- 

• 

ion of an officiont British specific was vital. I.C.I. had 
not boon long in fillin- the ;ap. dioroas in 1940 it producod 
no noro than 600,000 tablets of nopacrino, durin- 1944 it- 
would produco over ono thousand lillion ! To-day tho valuo 
of nopacrino was universally recohnizod.'rt v/tfs issued to 
our troops in tho Near and Far East. Not only ( had I.C.I. 
supplied our o"n orhios, but had ovon nanagod to sond out 
supplios of the drug to tho US. and Australian troops onragod 
in tho junglos of tho South West Pacific. 

llcpacrino was but a snal exanplo. Lord ixGoran also 
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instanced penicillin - a discovery of another Ayrshire :ian, 
Professor Floalns - in the production of which I.C.I. had 
played and was ployinr a rreat part. Lord KeGcran said ho 
Trishad he could have told of the r^any thrilling discoveries 
of nothods of bafflinr and beatinr the enemy, but the day to 
nako thorn public was not yot.- 



Thcro roro n nunber of I.C.I. inventions which v/ould 
have nroat uso in peace as "oil as war. S 0.10 of theso lay in 
tho roalri of synthetic fibros. Groat strides woro boinc ^ado 
in this fiold, but in Britain tho strain of r;ar work had so 
far provontod pooolo nuking as mch procross as thoy v/ould 
have like. 1 /rd IxGov/an v/as confidont, however, that British 
discovorios v/ould bo of rroat importance of toxtilo industries 


after tho war. In porallol with this I.C.I. had cado proc.ross 
in Groat Dritr.in with tho umufacturo of tho A orican-discovorod 


nylon which lied boon roquirod for war purposes. Britain could 
nor; roly on its o"n nylon for all its various post-war usos. • 
This development was only one of tho fruits of that a-roemont 
botr/oon I.C.I. and tho rroat US. firm of du Punt which was un¬ 
der firo in tho USA. 


I.C.I. was also intercstot in a bi? way in plastics. 
Rocontly there had toon a roat deal in the Pross about plast¬ 
ics and hopes heva bcon held out that develop.:cnts would bo 
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revolutionary. 7hilo Lord .hGo'an confirmed tho belief that 
plastics had -jr eat -state -of fcnc-ledr.c he did not fool justif¬ 
ied in say in;; that they "ould ushor in a not? Utopia, .mothor*’ 
I-C.I. discovery, polythene, *.;as a new plastic material *'ith 
iiany valuable properties. It was alroady bein'* used extensively 
in tho oloctrical field end in connection ”ith sub:.arino cables. 
hir*h froquoncy and hifh voltage cablos. Other uses Mould prob¬ 
ably bo as a bond?n- and finishing intcriel for toxtilos and 
in the :ar.ufacturo of other derivatives. It •raa also capablo 
of bcin~ spun into yarn. 

Lord IIcGowan reminded his hoarors that perspex was nnothci 
I.C.I. di3covory. Porspox was ncr tho standardized substitute) 
for -lass in aircraft, but was cxpoctod to ropistcr ~roat dovol- 
opaonts for poaco. 

Lord LeGo-ran said ho could if permitted, oxtond tho 
list indefinitely. "I could toll you about develop;-onto in 
such difforont directions .as porfoctin- noano of locating 
airnon or soav.on adrift at sea; n&lcinp antinildcr finishos 
for vobbinr equip, ont or by fabrics usod for vlroloss oquip- 
u ont", soalin * co; positions to nkc -asti rht tho stitch-holos 
in tho soans of toxtilos; car.oufla.po ::atorials for such dif¬ 
ferent thlnr.s c.s cr::y hersos, aorodrono runways or the sites 
of quarries; the production of synthetic flints for cirr.rctto 
li'htors, hitherto iaportbd froc abr ad in oxporl.onts in fish 
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culturo in Scotland and so ,pn and so forth. He had triod, 
houovor, to sivo a picture by touching on sof tho riaflor 
phasos of I.C.I.'s manifold activitios. I.C.I. r/as proud to 
think that it had ;.:ado safe at least a part of tho nation's 
potrol supplies; that it had been ablo to ensure an adoquarto

supply of all types of small arms anmunition; that it could 
lend so nany of its best aon to tho country's servico, in 
tho fiold as roll as in tho various .ilnistrios; that its 
accumulated oxpcricnco had been of valuo in tho dosicn, olcct- 
ion and staffin': of Government factorios and in increasing 
tho production of our farms and gardens; that it had not tho 
do'iianc*. for larpo supplios of medicinal and veterinary 
spccifiod, for our armies overseas and for our pooplo and our.

I.C.I. ::as proud of its 
part in tho nation’s uar offort, tho r:oro so bocauso it had 
boon ablo to play it and tho sar.o tiv.o stand up to its normal 
rosponsibilitio3 to tho public. In other v/ords, alon;;sido tho 
oxtra oxertions and activitios inposod on it by v/ar tho comp¬ 
any had continuod to perform tho countless services doaandod 


of it by tho day to day lifo of tho public. Thoro ras cracoly 
an articlo producod by industry or apriculturo that did not

- of a co.;:on cho.iical manufactured, it may bo, in vast quant-

complicated process. Ln oxer.ple of tho former was tho basic _ 
alkali, soda ash, will kn-wn to tho public - in tho fora of 
r,ashinr soda or "bicarb." The dorand for nany of tho peace¬ 
time products had enormously incroascd durinr tho war. For 
cxanplo tho combined needs of agriculture and "Dig for Victory", 
had resulted in .".ore than troblinp tho quantity of £orc 2 ti°flS 
noodod. I.C.I. had continued its poacotine functions, and had 
added to tho;. tho functions of supplying tho country's war 


noods. 


tbcur Piscute. - It could nover have achiovod 
this doublo rede if it had boon an "unhappy" ship. Not tho 


loast ovidonco of tho soundness of private ontorpriso was 
found in this fact - that throughout tho war in all I.C.I's 
nony factories with thoir 120,000 workors thoro had boon no 
major trade disputo. This was tho core croditnblo when it 


was rocornizod that tho old onployocs had boon heavily dllut- 
od with now entrants ignorant cf the spirit and traditions of 
tho company.

I.C.I.'s associated conpanios in Canada and Australia, 
t' whom it had transmitted all its information as ro-ard war 
requirements had in tho samo way had the comendation of thoir 
rospoctivq qovora.onts.

Hot for a moment did Lord IScGowan sufif.ost that privato 
ontorpriso v/as not subject finally to Parliament, "hich must 
always havo tho last word and bo in tho position to onsuro tho 
protection of tho consumer. Ho looked to Government for nolp 
to onablo industry to function in the best interests of tho 
country in tho difficult years that lay ahoad, but this did 
not mean interference in the administration of industry.

Tho following papor was prcsontcd to tho nicabors of 
tho Instituto of Fuol and othor intorostcd Sociotios, in 
tho Locturo Thoatro of tho Institution of Electrical Eng- 
inoors, in London (by kind pornission of thoir Council), 
on Friday, Novo.ubor 22, 1935. Tho Prosldont of tho Instit¬ 
uto, Sir John Caduan, G.C.H.G., D.Sc., wa3 in tho Chair. 

1. Tho Chemistry of Hydrogonation. 

Tho choaistroy of tho destructive hydrogonation procoss 
is now fwirly well known, (*) but tho follo"ings sunnary, 
which doos not protend to bo noro than an aporoxinato out¬ 
line, is givo.n for completeness.

2. History of Hydrogenation. ( 2 ) 
i/o owe to Lorgius tho conception of the hydrogonation 
of coal to givo oil. His experiments started beforo tho VI ar, 
and ondod with a small technical plant at Rheinau r noar Jiann- 
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hein, which was in operation until 1927. 

Aftor the War, the I.G. Farben: : .ndustrie started work • 
independently and brought to boar on the problem their great 
knowledge of high pressure technique and of catalysts. They 
made two inportant advances: the discovery of catalysts im¬ 
mune) to sulphur poisoning and the division of the hydrogonat- 
tion. process into liquid and vapour phase stages. 

'Dovclopnonts in Germany thon passed wholly into their 
hands and thoy built the first commercial hydrogonatlon plant 

at Leuna in 1927. This was designed to oroduco 100,000 tons 

% 

por yoar of potrol from brown coal, but at first it was 
operatod mostly on low tonporaturo tar nado from brown coal 
and on Gorman crude petroleum. (3) Experimental work was also 
dono with bituminous coal. Tho applicability of tho procoss 
to tho potroioum industry was soon rocognlsod and a Joint 
Company for its oxploitation was formod by tho I.G. and tho 
Standard Oil Co. (Now Jorsoy). Two plants woro built by tho 
Standard Oil Co. in America which havo boon usod for tho 
production of potrol, spoclal solvents, lubricating oils, 
and koroseno. (“') 

In tho aoor.whilo, tho original Borgius procoss had boon 
considered for British conditions, and tosts on British coals 
woro made at Rhoinau. The I.C.I. derided that this procoss, 
worked ir. tho original way to give a variety of products - 
potrol,'tar acids, heavy oil and pitch - was not profitable, 
but that it was core attractive if it could be modified to 
prodUco only potrol. It was decided also that tho procoss 
must start with bituminous coal itself since it was unlikely 
that tar, vhothor from 1 or» or high temperature carbonisation, 
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• % I 

would ever be available in sufficient quantities to oake any 

large proportion of the country's oil supply. 

Experimental work at Billinghan started early in 1927, 

and in 1929 it was decided to build a pilot plant to treat 

10 tons per day of coal. This plant was started up later in 

the sane year, and ran until the end of 1931- It r/as the 

first plant to hydrogenate bituminous coal on the scale of 

% 

a co.mercial sized unit for any prolonged period. Although, 
as was natural, . any difficulties "err found, none proved 
insuperable. 

In 1930, tho J.C.I. announced that they could produco 
a 60 per cont. wolght yiold of potrol froa coal, end tho>; 
gr.vo astiuatod costs, showing that concercial dovolopnont 
was possible ohly with Govorruont assistance. Although many 
oxports denied the possibility of such a large yiold, thb 
fact3 wore satisfactorily denonstrated to officials of tho

Fuol Rosoarch Station dolegcted by tho Governnont to inquire 

into the natter. 

• • 

As the process developed, the I.C.I. realised although 
tho original Sergius patents had lapsed there '*ero nany 
inportant patents held by the Standard-I.G. group. Discuss¬ 
ions wore o oned with this group, as a result of which in 
1931 the four najpr 'operators in the field - ncuoly, the 
I.G. of Gernany, the Standard Oil Co. (New Jorsoy), tho 
Royal-Dutch-Sholl group, and tho I.C.I., associated thon- 
solvos in a pooling Coapany, the International Hydrogenation 
Patents Co., in order to pool their patent rights and to 
effect a general exchange of technical infornation, the 

X&JL-Ja 
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I.C.I.*s interests being centred in the British Empire. At 
the same tine arrangements trere nade for marketing products 
through existing oil distributing Companies. 

This pooling of technical resources on an altogether 
unprocodonted. scale has been uniformly beneficial, and the 
I.H.P. group is now pro-oainent technically and their patent 
position very strong. Even apart froa the patent position 
it nould soon Imprudent to attenpt to oporato independently. ’ 
v/hon thcro ara evaliable such great accumulated practical 
oxporioncc end technical resources as are possessed by tho 
constituent Companies in tho I.H.P. pool. 

In 1931, the I.G. resumed tho hydrogonation of brown 
coal on a largo scale, and this ncr provides the major part 
of tho output of tho hydrogonation plants in Goraany. During 
1932, tho I.C.I. concentrated thoir hydrogenation research 
work on tho treatment of bituminous coal, and !?oro nblo to 
nako 30voral groat abvancos in tochniquo; at tho ond of tho 
year schemes "ore proparod for building a largo hydrogonat¬ 


ion 'lant at Billinghaa. 

In July, 1933, tho Government announced thoir intontion 
to guarantco tho continuance of the proforonco on light oils 
made from indigenous materials for a period of years, by 


raaans of tho British Hydrocarbon Oils Production Bill. This 
enabled the Director of the I.C.I. to docido to procoed 
with tho erection of a plant at Dillingham. Tho plant r/as 
to be ready early In 1935- Later it rras agreed to take 
advantage to the extreme limit of tho facilities available 
at Billinghaa and thus to increase tho output of tho plant 
by sono 50 per cont. Tar oils, iT available at a suitable 
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price, vero to be used as the rar natcrial for this addit¬ 
ional out:>ut, partly with a vior to procotins tho intorost 
in hydrogenation of the carbonising industries and securing 
thoir co-oporation, partly to rdni.iisc tho capital cost, and 
partly because it nes not desired to incroaso coruitnonts 
on tho thon relatively untried procoss of coal hydrogenation. 

In 193^i a Irrgo-scalo oxporiaont was carried out by tho 
I.G. at Ludrigshafen on the hydrogenation of bituminous coal. 
Tho plant was oporcted for four months, and it was found that 
tho procoss ran quite saoothly and successfully. (?) 

A large-scale plant at tho Hibernia Colliery in tho Ruhr 
13 now docidod on, to produco about 125,000 tons por year of 
potrol from bituminous coal. Tho hydrogenation plant at Lounn 
is oxtended to 325,000 tons per year output nainly by direct 
hydrogenation of bro~n coal, and fo noro plants ar being 
oroctcd in C-ornany, crch of about 150,000 tons per year of 
potrol output.

So^olven . the first German plant for the hydrogenation of coal 
is proceeding very well and has reached capacity production in October 
for the first time. It preaant production is scaewhat smaller due to 
the .-reconversions for expansioni the plant is being expended at present 
fran a production of 125,•O ' 1 tens to 2C0.000 tons of Gasoline per year. 
Initial difficulties occasioned by conCeion in the pre-heaters have 
been met by the installation of specific materials into the arches and 
their reinforcement therewith. Regarding the spherioal furnaces in 
connection with the processing of residue the difficulties were 
llkewino surmounted through the introduction of light filler 
substances and through the maintenance of o low temperature. Minor

Thus It can be established that the liquefiatlco of coal of 
recent deposits is now mastered Just as well as is the hydrogenation 
of lignite. In the processing of eoel of older deposits, auoh as 
the ICI uses, for example, the aspfcnlts still cause difficulties at 
a working pressure of 300 atmospheres! for that reason one applies 
practicably higher pressures in ths case of older eoal deposits. 

Thereby the quantity of asphalt, is reduced, and, moreover. It ia 
possible to work with higher throughputs. At present the plant costs 
awe relatively high for the higher presaurosj however, these will yot 
be inveetlgeted in detail and the attonpt will be made to lower them. 

A second plant for the hydrogonation of coal end, moreover, for 
a pressure of 600-7-10 atmospheres is in construction under tho Oqjg.gr 

The Brahag ha* two plants for hydrogenation in operation,, ono in 
Boohlen and one in Magdeburg, which process low-teaporaturn llgnito 
tar. In both plants the diluted catalyst has boon introduced for 
considerable period already and has provon itsolf very good. Thus, 
through the Introduction of the now catalyst in Boehlcn, tho o'tane 
figure of tha autcoobile-Oasolino has risen froa 58 or 59 to 
approximately 65 . end the specific gravity fraa 0.71& to 0.73h. At 
the same time a saving of hydrogen amounting to over 10 X was attained, 
Tho gasoline refining can. moreover, now be stopped at a higher lovor, 
a fact which increased the yiold of production. 
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In addition to Gelsenbarg the following hydrogenation plants am 
being .constructed in Germany: 

1 ) At the Brebag in Zelta . a plant which is intended to produce 
lubrlcatir.g-oil and Diosol-oil from low-tcmperaturo lignite 
tar according to the RH- process. 

2 ) near Wlr.terahaU . in Luetakendarf, a plant which in conjunction 
with a FISCHER plant ia expected to process cool tar medium 
oil together with Kogasir. for the production of knock-proof 
gasoline. 

Furthermore, e plaat for the hydrogenation of Rhapish lignlt^ 
ia planned, although ita construction has as yet not been decldad, and 
one noar Stettin , whioh is to process petrolsun-crscking residues. 

It is noteworthy to observe, that it is possible to obtain e gasoline 
froo creeking-rosiduos with anti-knock qualities similar to tho gasoline 
obtained from tho llqueflcatlon of coal.

Nikolaus 
Count von BAI£ESTH3( in Oleiwitz-Upper Silesia. 

In tho war years tho coal industry was directed by tho following 
state organs 1 tho Roich Ministry of Economics, Ministry of 
Armoaont, Roich Association Coal. Reich Agency for Coal. It was 
thus doprivod'of tho froo initiative of tho mitva omora. Tho 
govornmntal directing agoncios fixod tho production goals on tho 
basis of tho demand for fuel and tho output capacity. Tho regional 
authorities (District Groups) and the mining cccpanios were 
ordorod to root these figuroa. The products vero morkotod on the 
basis of do livery achooes dram up by tho govcrnmntel dlrocting 
agoncios and the fuel was distributed to tho indivldinl consumer 
groups in this r»nn<r. Tho mining coepanios had to turn ovor 
thoir output, oftor deducting a quantity for thoir own uao coil, 
allowances and allocations, to tho rogionnl coal distributing 
agency,arid had ro influence on tho distribution of thoso quan’itios. 
Tho allocation for own uso was rogulntod ond controlled by tho 
Roich Agoncy for Coal in con junction with tho Coal Distributing 
Agoncy. Thus, tho govonuasptol directing agoncios also rogulntod 
tho coal supply of tho coal consuming industry free its om minos.

Its aim was to achieve the best 
possible utilization of its coal after the Kc-iser-Y.ilhol ns- 
Instltut fuer Kohlenforschung (research on the utilization 
of coal) in Tinny years of research work had succeeded in 
developing the synthetical production of gasoline by moans 
of the Fl8cher-rropsch proepss" -this process m s success¬ 
fully tried in n test plant of the Ruhrchemie A.G. in 
Oberhausen -Holton a Joint plant of the Ruhrcocl mines. 
Alrccdy several yo-rs before T.orld war II soverrl coal 
mining corap-nios then pi ned to set up their own gasoline 
production plants bsed on the Flscher-Tropsch process. 

The -elsenkirchon rgworks A.G. in Essen also intended 
to erect 1-2 such pl-nts. But later on it was found out 
th't for the production of • large amount of grsoline 
corresponding to the size of the Gelsenkirchen Bergwcrks A.

sive for choosing the IG process for the g-soline plrnt 
in Gelsenkirchen-Korst.

Poelitz /..G. The Hydrierwer :o Poelitz h-d been intended 
to produce gasoline for automobiles -nd oil for Diesel 
engines. This i3 to bo seen from the letter of 26 tfuly 
1937 of the Office for Gar tan Raw -nd Synthetic U~teri'ls. 
According to an agreement botv.een the share holders of 
the company its products wore exclusively to bo used for 
supplying the s ;le organizations of the Doutsch-Amerik'nischc 
Potroloum Gosolisch.-ft '.nd the Rher.ani Ossng tinor-loel- 
vvorko A.G. The cracking residucss of overseas rofin-ries 
of the Roy-1 Dutch Shell rnd of the Standard Oil Comp -ny 
(:*qw Gersoy) wore to bo utilized as r-w m-terirl in the 
hydrogenation pl-nt at Foelitz whore they aero brought 
by trnkers. 

There rro two possibilities of process for the synthetic 
production of g’.solinc for •utomobilcs -nd of Diesel oil: 

1. the Fischer syhthesis, 2. the IG.process. 

In the Fischer synthesis cv.ry r-w m-t-ri-l, -c is known, 
is first transformed into g-seous nrterial (CO+H,, ). 
Therefore the oils residues, must be transformed into 
gas, - process which at that time h-d not yet b^en techni¬ 
cally achieved, so th-t onsi hrd no precedent for a process 
ready for industrial production. The quality of the gasoline 
for automobiles produced according to the Fischer process 
also did not fulfil the necessary rnti-knock requirements* 
so that already bcc.-uso of these reasons the application 
of the Fischer synthesis could not bo taken into considera¬ 
tion. 
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In comparison the IG process produces almost double the 
output with the same apparatus by starting^with cracking 
residues i.e. oils, than it would produce by starting out 
with coal. The production costs i.e. the operating costs, 
are therefore considerably lower then, for example, those 
for the hydrogenation of coal. 

For these reasons the application of the IG process was 
technically outlined and tested end by making use of 
cracking residues was economically the most exjodient 
process for the plant in ?oelitz. The simultaneous 
processing of coal on a saall scalo, as intended in the 
letter of 26 July 1937 of tho Office for German Raw ohd 
Synthetic Materials, was to bo postponed during the erection 
of the plant and it was to bo expected that this demand 
would bo dropped altogether. Thus actual constructions of 
this part of the plant had not been begun before the out¬ 
break of tho war and not till after the beginning of the 
war was it undertaken under pressure, as the planned import 
of cracking residues w-s cut off. But in spite of this 
it was not possible to complete the coal 'processing p'ut 
of tho plant in time, so that in tho first half of tho 
production yoar no coal could bo proccssod, but instead 
tars, oils, and similar materials had to be u3cd *s raw 
materials.

A 3 far as I roccll 
thoro was nevor a word said at those gatherings that 
Germany might be expected to wage aggroooivc war. An 
oenoiblo ongineoro this thought was c ••plo-t .ly olion 
to our minds ;_.d I am convinced that tho same 
applied also to Dr. Buetefisoh.

2. ) Tho t’igru wee an organization of tredc and industry, 

which tho Economic Ministries and tho member enter¬ 
prises used in their transactions with oach other. 
Furthorooro, the 7igru looked after tho lntoreste 
of ite members in sopnreto fields of rew material 
supply.Tho 7igru had no ruthority to issue orders 
to tho aombor enterprises,not oven during the wnr . 

3. ) Dr.Ziorvogol, the Secretary Gonornl(Hcuptgeecheef ts- 

fuohror), was in charge of tho businoeo transactions 
of tho Pigru.Tho aombor enterprises,in practice, c»*mo 
into contact only with him or hie deputy.

5./ I did not loern until several days ego, in a conver¬ 
sation with Dr.Ziervogel, that Dr.Buetefisch was a Party 
member. I was of the opinion that ho was not a. party mem¬ 
ber boccuee of the fact that ho had formerly been a mem¬ 
ber of r Freemasons'Lodge, l participated in dozens of 
mootings presided over by Dr.Buotofiech and hed lengthy 
discussione with hia r.t the white tr.ble, and 3 ’always 
found that Buotofiech wee wholly free from politics. 

In cny ca.se I never heard cny Nazi idors oxproeeod by 
him; on the other hand I hoard him express severe cri¬ 
ticism frequently. 

I distinctly rcoonbor tho first mooting of the Ar- 
bcitsgemoinechaft during tho war,in which wo rocoivod 
figures on stock s on hand ond production for tho first 
timo. Dr .Buctofieoh oxpressod astonishment ovor tho 
"really ridiculous stocks", and said that ho would not 
like to take tho responsibility of waging r war with 
ouch reserves of motor fuols. 

The oircle of individuals who convened rt tho regular 
mootings tfi tho T/igru consisted almost ontiroly of op¬ 
ponents of the National Socialist eyotoa. ‘if cone dis¬ 
cussions of the persons who participated In the mootings 
had become known, r.ono of thoso prooont would have kopt 
their positions. 

Nothing characterizes Dr.3uctcfisch'e attitude 
moro clearly than his relationship with Dr.Ziorvogol, 
tho Secretary General. The latter was ’mown ns a 
ocvero opponent of the Nazi system. He gave expression 
to his convictions with extraordinary cour-go.His con- 
plote rejection of tho Nazi ideology during tho entire 
period from 1933 to 1945 wre made with an onrpha.cis 
and franknoee which put him a very dangerous position. 
Neverthclose, there was r confidential relationship 
between him and Dr.Buctcfisch, who tolerated,moreover, 
the engagement by Dr.ziorvogel of a gentleman r e his 
representative who held the same views, and 
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tho appointment to another loading position in the 
'.7igru of Herr Xiseolbach, n known opponent of tho 
National Socieliets and nephew of tho present presiding 
judge of tho Central Court of Lrw in the British Zone.

Thoro I wee a cc-workor in technology r.t firet , rnd 
Inter hueiness ornr.gor. This Arboitegcmoinechcft wrs 
oot up within tho Wirtachoftegruppe (Economic Group) 
Motor Fuel industry. Its function wre to provido tho 
governmental authorities, especially tho Ministry of 
Economicsrnd the Ministry for Arorment, with infor¬ 
mation on tho production possiblo rt c. given tino 
for tho affiliated nincrrl oil enterprises rnd 
with technical cdvico on row nrtorial nllocotion, 
quoetions of typos, end transportation of goods, 
rmong other natters. For this purposo tho Arboltsgo- 
moinechnft had to keep in close contact with tho Boichs- 
ctollo (Reich Office) for Kinorcl Oile, tho Central 
Offico for Minoral Oil rnd similar organisations.

Dr.Hoinrioh Buotofisch, whoa I have known since 
1927 from Lcunr, was my i aodiato superior in Berlin, 
whoro my function was to administer.under his super¬ 
vision, the above-mentioned tasks of tho Arsyn. From 
this close working relationship I know that tho 
entire work of Dr .Buotofisch and tho measures 
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that ho took, were determined by ob^ootive points of 
view end by tcohnological cr.d practical bueinoee consi¬ 
derations. Dr.Buotefiech did not take a political stand 
either in Leunn or in Berlin. I never knew him to resort 
to the help of the Pcrty or any other politioal organi¬ 
zation for cny action that ho took, or ever to use 
political oethods to achieve r goal. 

I did not know that an SS rank had boon bestowed 
upon Dr.Buotofiech: I first locrned of this at the 
tine of the German collapso in 1945- I never saw him 
in a uniform oithcr in Lcuna or in Berlin; further¬ 
more, ho did not wear any eort of insignia.

It ras an in¬ 
dependent organization which referred to the Reich 
Group Industry, but was not subordinated to the Mi¬ 
nistries. Therefore, the Beircete (advisory cour.oollors) 
and the Vorsitzer (Chairmen) of the ccor.ony group were 
honorary representatives appointed by industry; the 
transactions of cn economic group wore conducted by a 
aocrotary gonorcl (Keuptgeschaoftsfuehrcr) who was paid 
by the industry.

Every separate egreicmcnt which coals with territory 
out9ido of U.S.A. end Canada contains a prevision 
that it la governed by the law of the Netherlands. No 
provision in this rospeot is contained in tho separate 
agroononts concerning U.S.A. nr.d Canada exclusively, 
except for tho oeparnto agroooont betwoon the Partners 
and USAC, which is stipulated to bo subject to Now 
York low. 

In this latter ngroomont it lc further stipulated

The contractual negotiations with respect to catalytic 
refining dato back to llarch, 1937. The first proposal, whioh 
camo from KelVogg, was that only I.G. and Kellogg should coo- 
pornto in tfci.i fie Is. Standard agroed eubjoot to its rights 
under the Four-Party Agrocnont. This program sounod very promi¬ 
sing as it combined the broad experience of Kellogg in oil 
procosoing with 1.3. .* oxperiencc in the catalytic field. In 
working out an arrangement, however, it ao'-n appeared that on 
account *f tbn doac technical cooperation between Standard 
and I.G. end tno ovex-lapping in oertain fields Standard had 
to be Included In cueh an arrangement.

By c.n informal Internal Apre nc-nt" 
of 13 October 1938, Standard agrovd to yield a part of its 
sharo of the roynlticc to I.G., in order to lnduot 2.3. to 
do rencarch work In the field of crude oil processing. 

The following difficulty, however, became evident in the 
course of these negotiations, and «./_n mere go nftcr the 

first ngroomont had boon roochcdi The catalytic refining pro- 
cccgos are clcooly related to the hydrogenation process, 
especially as catalytic refining includes processes in which 
hydrogen under pressure rnustbc present in the operation but 
whoro actually no hydrogen is consumed. Sbeh processes nro 
not hydrogenation procassos according to the definition for 
hydrogenation but it is obvious that thv.rc may be some over¬ 
lapping. Furthermore, catalytio cracking and hydrogenations, 
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usod together, from r very promisin' combination of processes 
for tho production of motor fuels. Standard therefore decided 
to ini’ora Shell as it3 partner in the hydrogenation field 
about the situation, offering it to join in the cooperation 
in this field of catalytic refining tc avoid conflicts of 
interests. Shell, in the meantime, had started cooperation 
in thi3 field with Univcral and Texas but realized tho diffi¬ 
culties mentioned above. The negotiations between all, the 
parties concerned, including Universal and Texas, resulted 
on 15.Aug.1939 in a negotiators agreement, the Long Bonch Memo¬ 
randum. 

This memorandum subsequently was worked out into drafts of 
agreements (tho whole -grcement was divided into several se¬ 
parate agreements) with chenjca a3 to details hut not in 
principle. I.G. obtained copies of thee*. .drafts of nrrocnvnts 
dated 0 February and 12 April li>4o, in a c anferonot with re¬ 
present., tivos of Stead .rd at Basle In May, 19*lo. On aocouut 
of tho outbreak of war, tho drafts contained a spooial war 
clauoo, by which the parties word relieved of any obligations 
inconsistent with governmental restrictions imposed in any 
party on aocount of the war conditions.

Since 1916 I have boon a cheniet of the I.G. Fer- 
boninduotrio, now the Badiocho Anilir.- und Soda-Fabrik 
Ludwigshafen and hnvo been employed during thia 
period on exhaustive work on coal and oil chemistry 
in the c^ureo of which I developed procooooo of ay 
own. In 1938 representatives of the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jorsoy, Standard Oil of Indiana, Toxas 
Oil and tho Phillips and KoIIo^r Co. cane to Iu.d- 
vvigohafon to study our new experiments end proo osoos 
in connection with the cracking and polymerisation 
of hydrocarbons. In 1931, whilst working in tho 
laboratory of tho Standard Oil of Now Jersey in 
Baywhy, I had already drawn tho attention of Standard 
Oil to the cracking of tar, oil, mineral oil re¬ 
sidues and asphalt in a glowing "flv.id" copl-bod, 
making reference to our U.S.A. patent l 850 €49 
of 1927, page 2 , linos 55-60. The Americans huve 
recently named this apparent 
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liqueficotior. of powdered or finely granulated 
netorinis under the influence of ge3es thct ere 
passed throuch then "fluidizinc" or ‘'fluidization". 

Instructions had boon issued by tho I.G. nanagonent, 
i.e. particularly by Dr. iuetefisch, to the effect

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The supervision of this oxchango of exporionoo bolonrod to ny 
scopo of activity. In tho spocial field of hy«rogenation this 
oxchango of oxperienco was practically carriot* out by tho Hirh- 
Prossuro BxperiMntal Lepertnont Luorrigshafon. On tho basis of this 
work I an in a position to give a rosusd of how tho oxcJnngo of ox- 
porionoe was oarriod out in gonoral by tho I.3. in the field of tho 
oil Industry in whioh 1 was ongagod.

ond roporting on then. Furthermore, speoiolists of tho foreign oortners 
to tho egrooaonts woro very froquontly ot tho 1.0., aoaotinos for 
longish visits. At tho hlgh-prossuro oxpo-inonts olor.o, in Ludwigshofon. 
for oxooplo, there wore an ovorogo of ot loost 25 foroign obsorvars 
annually between 1933 ond 1930 in connection with the exchange of 
technical experience in tho fiold of hydrogenation. In addition 
representatives of tho foroign oil oenponios oano to louna and Oppnu 
for oisoussions oonoerning tho other fiolds of tho oil industry 
whioh woro subject to tho ogrccacnts. l oroly a. cxrmplos I mentioned 
two fairly extensive discussions in oomootion with tho oxohhngo of ox- 
perionoo in tta fiold of Folyco and of hyCreenr on aynthosis.

I was a rrofessor Chemical Engine-ring r.t the J’-.ern - 
chusctts Institute of Technology, r id had been oonaultiji- 
onginv-cr to the St.udard Oil Company (Xuw Jersey) for seve¬ 
ral yearn. 

-In 1927 I took n Job offered me by St r.dcrd to build an 
outircly new laboratory at Eaton Rouau, Louisiana, for tie 
oxpross purposo of finding a solution to the shortage by 
converting coal to oil. By June, 1927, rv. had produced here¬ 
in the United Status putrol-un from co l on r\ Very small 
scale. 

la the mcantiu.u thuru hac bu— much t_lk in tuchiilcal 

Journals about how the Germans were using a :;uW hydrogenati¬ 
on process to convert coal into oil. By this process a lump 
of coal is madu to unit, with a colourless gns-hydrogen-md 
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tho result is an oil exactly like pctroleun. They had ^x - 
perimented along this line much earlier -ban we, because 
they didn't have much .natural oil. In the surr.-er of 1927 
Standard sent three of us wngin^crs to Germany to look tho 
situation ovor'. Cur Job was to decide whether that process 
. was a success, and whether it would be commercially practi¬ 
cal in tho United States. 

Uc wont through the plants of I.G. F:*b*i.Industrie at 
Lcipaig olid nudwig3hafen. In thu United St tea at this time 
wo had mad. o few Suiall teat tubes of tEi$ oil from coal in 
a piece of apparatus about two inches in diameter and about 
two foot long. In those German experimental plants I saw 
them carrying cut thi3 procosa in multiple reaction chambers 
cnoh 7 feet in diameter and 4o foot hich, making gr.solino 
from coni in tank-car quantities. This shows how far advanc¬ 
ed th< Gormans were over un at thrt time.

As technical men, wo had two alternatives. On was to 
spend lo years of our lives trying to catch up with the Ger¬ 
mans aud then go on from th^re. The other was to buy their 
knowledge, bring it to America, and lose d lately start - 
lopments horc. !?u rucorrmcndod to the board of Standard Oil 
Company that they buy tho knowledge. They agreed, and wo 
govo the Gormans the equivalent of about 35 million dollars.

ganollno to run our automobiles and trucks and buses and aero¬ 
planes. i 

This same hydrogenatiJn prococo-which Germany now uses to 
supply over one-half her war-time use of oil-wac to b<. 
key that years lator unlocked tho door to a lot of miracles 
that wo didn't droatn of them. It was this very prbeese which 
first provided loo-o“t::iL aviation gasoline in commercial 
quantities, thus enabling - as early as 1936 - the United 
States and British Air Corps, the Pratt and TJh.ituey, and 
tho bright aeroplane engine companies in America, and the 
Kolla-Roycc, the Hercules, and the 3riatol factories in Ear- 
land (but not the Germans) to r--assign their aeroplane «.n — 
ginca and increase their power for a given size and weight 
of engine by 25 to 3o pv.r cent. - tho edge in tho air that 
often moans victory or defeat, life or death. A British autho¬ 
rity has stated that it was the use of loo-octano gasoline - 
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first made commercially possible by America's use of the 
hydrogenation process - in \he- Hurricane and Spitfire 
fighters that was largely responsible for victory in the 
Battle of 3ritain - a miracle not only f„r the "many" r/ho 
cr;c so much to so "fox", but c miracle, too, for us here 
in Amorica. 

Let us shift from fuel to explosives. To me, here is 
another miracle - tho transformation of rctroloura to the 
coal-tar product toluol, the second »T" in 7.X.7., the 
hig* explosive tri-nitro-toluol that ia used in shells, 
bomba, and torpeo.oos. 

In World War 1 about 95 p«.r cent, oi the toluol omne as 
a by-product curing the production of cok^ U3*-d ia thw rna - 
nufacturo of steel. Production was Very limited, In spite 
of all America could do we ran very short of toluol in World 
War I, although the uao of bombs nnf high cxplosivea in 
that war was only o amall fraction cf r;hrt this wo** requirou. 

To-day America and her Allies have hugo quantities of tol¬ 
uol , thnnka to the help of the v-ry oil hydrogenation pro - 
ccon that Germany origunatod. 

In 1933 wo first discovered this applications six years 
later, after working steadily with the War Deportment from 
that time on, an unknown to the I.G. or any other company, 
tho first tank car of nynthetio nltration-grado toluol over 
rnado in the world was shipped from our refinery at Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana, slxtocn months before World "far II broke 
upon us.

Very promptly aftor a large plant was built for the Crei- 
nanco Department, which went into production one month be¬ 
fore Pearl Harbour. Since th*n trie plant has opor ted con¬ 
tinuously at over two times its retvd capacity, and has 
supplied about two-thiroc of all thw toluol for thv. high 
oxplosivo 7.N.T. ua^d by tho combine United States Army, 
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the Navy, and the Air Corps for the entire year 1943. 

No'Tc proud to-day to know that four cut of fiVv of those 
bombs dropping cn Germany and on the territory oepupied by 
Japan come from petroleum, and that most of them use toluol 
made by that hydrogenation process we bought from Germany 
14 years ago. 

Another miracle that I waut to mention briefly is a sub¬ 
stance that many may never hav^ heard of. *7c called it 
"Paratonc". TTo obtained this product from the I.G. because 
wo had insisted on, getting all their oil inventions during 
tho lifo of the hydrogenation patents. 

In 1932, tv/o years after the ngr>.mcnt was made, one of 
•ur chemists picked up a sample of this Chunipol curiosity 
in on l.G. laboratory sand brought it back home with him - 
a little bottle of whut the Germans called "Oppanol 1 ' 

Back la America some of the men in our laboratories had

But because butadicr.e could -Iso be 
made from oil, .a part interest in the Bur-a rub.,r process 
Itself (3/6tha) came to us bec use we had insisted back in 
1929 on getting all of 1.3. 'fi inventions lr. oil-chemistry 
until 1947. Consequently we learned a --rest deal not only 
about synthetio rubber, but how to make it from oil. 
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Twelve Years' Rv.Sv.crch 7oat Into Bunn 

3y the tire the Nazi oray m-.rchod into Poland tho Germans 
had Just gotten into operation their first 1 r .-scale com¬ 
mercial Bunn plant of 25.ooo tons capacity - rob 'bly about 
•nc-tonth of their war r-cuire: nts nd about l/4oth of our 
present progrnm’.o. At th t ti (1S39) f-w r^opl- in Govern¬ 
ment or out dreamed that ..Ven if war ever c .mu x/ith Japan, 
the Japa would be ablv to take Gi.i^r.; or*, and the Dutch Beat 
Indies. Nevertheless, th-re had bo-n in th*. States nearly 
lo years of atuay of th- problem of producing Buna from oil.

Tho Germans, under tho contr ct that we had n de x.-ith them 
lo yonra ocrllcr, owned a majority interest in Buna rubbtr- 
their own invention. However, by a settlement \ ith them in 
Soptembv-r. 1939, We obt is-d from them all their ri hta in 
tho Buna rubber process for the Unit-u States :ad the Jrl - 
tich end French Empires, ud ^.v. up our rights in this 
proooca for the roat of the world. A few weeks later - two 
whole years before we *ot into th- xr: r - we w-re dor::: i:x 
Uaahingtor. reporting the new situation to th- Army and Na¬ 
vy Munitions Board, stwkir.n their advice on futur-. develop¬ 
ments of tic rubV-r in the Unit trxtcc. 

on WO wore In constant contact with -i.aht differ. :it nr-nol 
of Government on this problem. Then the J ps otruok th t 
Sunday morning, at Pearl Habour wo didn't have synthetio rub¬ 
ber in any large quantity, but wo had tho knowledge obtain¬ 
ed by over 12 years of research nor.:, and finally, with the 
help and co-operation of Government and many others, ad 
got oursclvo3 in a position nh-rc we could mvi:- c start. 

And several months later, when the Japa took the rubber of 
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Java and Sumatra, we were on our way. The rest of the story 
you know. William Jciiers, form-r Rubber Czar, down in Hou¬ 
ston a f.w necks ago, said that the United Static rubb-r 
programme would be a year hand a half behind where it is 
cor; if it had not boon X'er that r**t-war research Standard 
Oil Company (Hoi Jersey) conducted, which started in 193c, 
following our 1929 agreement with I.G. 

Thcro arc ether miracles besid c these that 1 have men - 
tion.d, all of them powerful weapons of modern tr.-ic that 
came into being in time to help us win the most important 
v;ar in history against the evil end ruthless forces dominat¬ 
ing the very country where the miracles had their h«ginning. 
Thcro in not time to discuss all of thorn. 

Furthermore, there is another aspect of this situation 
that I would like to take up with you. Public opinion rolls, 
auoh as the Fortune poll, eonductcd by Elmo Roper, shew 
that fully threc-fourtho of the American public is in fr. - 
vour of tho United States taking a larger part in world af¬ 
fairs ufter tho war than we did bofore the war. Not nil of 
the balanoo oro opposed to the ldc-. ."any of them oonfeoe' 
thoy simply have not made up their minds. A clear majorlty- 
in foot, nearly 6o per Cent, of all the »ccple - would c-r- 
ry this participation 1 -. v;orla af:airs to the point of 
organisation which had a Uorid Court ur.d police fore, 
strong enough to enforce its decisions, and i.. which the 
United States participated aotivoly. 

'• I Oppose Cartels" - S.O..H.J. President. 

It is inconceivable that the Ancric-n public wishes its 
Government to go thus f-r in intimation* 1 political co¬ 
operation and still be isolationists in the business world. 
I do not think that this country can be isolationist in 
trade and international in polities. TTc must loarn to know 
the countries and pooplc in this world through association 
with then, through business dealings with them- dealings 
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which our Government knows about and sics when aid in justi¬ 
fied. 

If we want international co-cpcration we must r_nc.rr.bcr 
that oo-oporatlon is n two-way programme. lo nust try to 
understand other countries political, religious, cultural, 
and business viows, and they nust try to understand ours. 
Sach may prefer his own. Each may disagree s to which 
course io better, but if there is not an understanding to - 
lcrance of one another's views, ii th«.r«_ is any insistence 
cu others adopting a:, unwanted philosophy of i olitl^s or bu¬ 
siness, then we will again have another Kani-lixe domination. 

Ir. the fiold of business, for example, there arc l*rgc 
areas of the world v/herc cartels -xist in rtany lines of bu¬ 
siness. More often than not they -re Government-sponsored 
for the purpose of r,rotcctlnr local cor.ocrns from the freo 
competition of outside companies. In some oases the Govern¬ 
ment fixes thw maximum sales Quota for each con.p, tltor, in 
others tho exact price in fixed by Government. This la true 
not only in Europe, but also i:i South Amoric . 

If America wants its business to expand in theav. countri a 
-to oarry, through preempt and example, the doctrine of Aciv- 
rica-thcu American companies muat adapt themselves not only 
to local lavra in these forelgj. countries, but also to local 
custom. Tho pooplo of Air.erica must understand conditions, 
’customs, praeticos, and laws of other countries if wo are 
to take a largor part in world offairs, capootally if Wb 
wish to do so without making c:;cr.ic6 for ouraelvcu. 

Lot me discuss our position with respect to cartels. "e 
do not concider our Standard--.G. At reonent of 192S-1930 a ( 
cartel, except possibly under r. Gilbert HontngUe's dv.fl - 
nition, namely, "A cartel is mything r. 

dislikes." However, "c-rtei," as d-finec in 'K oste-r's lie" 
International Dictionary, is on agreement designed to con¬ 
trol production and rr.lsc prices -bove economic levels. Cuv 
company's position on such c-rtels was well expressed by cur 
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president, R.7. Gallagher, at our annual meeting last June. 
He said:- 

"3 want to say this, that I oppose cartels so far as our 
company la concerned, ir. any pine., wit?-, all the vigour I 
have. I think it is a bad thing for our comp, ny." 

This is a very clear statement. 

In order to help America formulate a business policy in 
connection with interaction 1 business our company has an - 
ncunccd certt in policies Tilth respect to vorId trade, whioh 
I will repeat here in condensed form: - 

1 . 7e do uot bvlivV. in controlling production, uhethtr 
it is done by Government fiat or by business non behind 
the locked doors of bourd rooms. 7hcn there seems to be 
over-production it is the American way to use scUnce in 
finding new uses for the product, to improve the methods of 
distribution so that more people oan sh're what is beinr 
produoed nt n lower cost. 

As Justice 3rnndcia once said, “The one fir.-l wny in 
which we oan improve the condition of the worker is to pro¬ 
duce more in order that th-re may be mor. to divide. 1 ' 

Like mo3t responsible American corporations, we are dedi¬ 
cated to that American way. 

2. 7e do not believe in combinations to control price, 
^uite aside from cny moril principle involved, we think'it 
is folly for a business to believe th~t it can be secure in 
such an arrangement. Sooner or later somebody lc going to 
develop better ways to make the product more cheaply and 
then take the market away from the price fixers. Like most 
responsible American corporations, our constant objective 
is to be that "somebody". It has been our experience that 

a clique which has ru„ into tb- dead-end street of trying 
to 3ave its business by maintaining un..atur„l prices is the 
easiest kind of competition. 

3. 7c are for. business dealings with people in foreign 
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countries. The American has traditionally roamed the fac*. of 
the oarth, bringing back new things to cuke life better ar.rt 
happier for our citizens, and carrying tho gospel oi the Arne-- 
ricon standard of living to people in ether land. The bitter 
experience of two bloody and costly wars has shown th* t in - 
tornational trade must be increased, planned mere intelligent¬ 
ly, made eacicr, not frustrated or blocked. For or.o thing, 
everybody seems to agree that basic ran materials must bo mo¬ 
re ousily, more equitably available to the people of all na¬ 
tions. 

•f course, when American business cun do business in other 
countries they must do business the way that country does it. 
They must obey tk*. laws of the land. No matter hou much h*. 
may prefer the way w*. do business lu tl.^ St t>.o, no Arocrioan 
business man cun hope to change the political structur, of 
foroign oountry Just to suit hi3 convonioncc. For example, 
our Government in 1222 urged American companies to secure 
rights to produce oil ir. the Near East. Mo attempted to nc- 
qulro interests In Iraq. After six years of arduous negotia¬ 
tion wo entered Into an err .runt which limited to a c.rtain 
percentage our share of the oil to be produced, nr.d restrict¬ 
ed our producing activities throughout the -hole are-. 

in the United States such a contract would probably violate 
tho Sherman Anti-Trust Aot. ?hc point is that if America wao 
to got any of tho oil of Iraq, American companies had to 
abide by the conditions imposed by international competition. 

4. To are against secret agr-emonts. *Ic think that secret 
agreements arc a bad business policy, and that in our Ameri¬ 
can domocracy there is a fundamental reason for this posi - 
tion. In the States we arc dedicated to the principle that 
tho will >f tho people shall pr.v 11. If this principle is 
to be effective, it means th-t tiu people must have the 
facts on which to form their opinions. 

It has been our observation that th*. Judgment of the Ameri¬ 
can public has consistently right wh^r. it has th*. facts. 
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Ar.y business which d.liboratcly follows a policy ci eccrec* 
3hd mystery is vulnerable to the ttneks of any ill wisher 
who aces some personal advent cc in stirring up prejudice 
basod on misrepresentation ond distortion of the trut’-. 

Cf course, tfc.r. or. times when publication of the facts 
ia against the nation .1 later.st. 2 ut h r responsibility 
for this decision should r-et -ith Government. 

arc r.ady to file with the Department of State, or so- 
Uv other designates GoVer..neut agency, copies of all con - 
trets that a- nuke with foreign corporations, if that 
agency considers publication or the fr.ots to be in the pub¬ 
lic at, we are for publishing them to the world. 

That ia our blue print for world tr de. And when vie hvvc 
v/on this 7/ar, all of us together raust make worlo trade work 
for everybody. Only in thnt way c-.: wo hope to deVelo;- ways 
of koeping this world of ours at peace.

A fow days lator wo not in tho lovely nodioval tern of 
Hoidclborg and sat down together thcro to pondor tho offoct 
tho startling scientific dovolopncnts at LuVi-shafon, ton 
nilos away, would havo on tho world's oil industry. 

Two things socaed clear. 

Tho first was that if tho worst typos of crudo oil and 
tar could bo converted ontiroly into gasolino, tho oil indus¬ 
try would no longor neod to worry cbout having its products 
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got out of balance with demand. 

The amount of gasoline naturally present i:-. crudo 
oil is rolativoly small. Dy tho simple distillation met¬ 
hods usod in the early days of the industry to soparato 
tho crude oil into its conponont fractions, four barrol3 
of crude noro required oto produce loss than one barrel 
of gasoline. So long as tho principal product sought from 
oil was korosono, tho amount of gasolino obtainod did not 
groatly nattor. Actually, some of it had boon duupod as 
wasto. Dut invention of tho autocobilo and tho oloctric 
light changed tho situation. The need for koroscr.o doclin- 
od, v/hilo tho donand for gasolino incroasod constantly. 
About 1911, Dr. Million V. Durton of tho Standard Oil Comp¬ 
any (Indiana) dovolopod tho first practical procoss for 
application of hoat and prossuro t' crudo oil to crack 
soao of its largo molcculos into tho soallor, lightor 
moloculos of gasolino The Durton procoss and tho later 
uoro highly dovolopod cracking procossos turned out a 
barrol of gasolino froa about fr.ro barrels of crudo. 

Dut it r/as apperont that this night bo inaddquato. 
At tho rato tho automobile industry was graving, r.o ono 
could soo hon tho oil industry -res going to moot tho dcu- 
and for gaso-

lino. Senator LoFollotto • had predicted that gasolino 
would go to one dollar per gallon and a good cany sensible 
pooplo feared that ho was right. Tho Dedischc procoss by 
which tho ontiro barrel of crudo oil could, if necessary, 
be converted into gasolino was thoroforo of tho utmost 
potential value. 
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But fundamentally moro important, perhaps, was a 
socond consideration - the conversion of cool into oil. Throug 
hout the history of tho oil industry thero havo been recurrent 
crisos when it seemed that crude oil reserves vzoro dwindling 
dangorously. Tho nation was experiencing, at that tir.o, such 
a crisis. Nov/ fiolds which had boon brought in '..'ore disap¬ 
pointing in size, and in tho United States there vas a wide¬ 
spread possiuisa about oil prospects. Mexican fiolds hat 
shown sono prouiso, buth tho cost abundant supplies woro of 
poor quality, containing as littlo as two or threo por cent 
of gasolir.o. The loa3t hopeful of tho Anoricon authorities 
estimated tho total known rosCrvos of oil in tho United 
Statos as not core than sovon yoars' supply. x 

'•/hilo not so pessimistic as that, cost of tho 
pooplo in Standard's organisation considered it prudont 
to oxploro alternative sourcos of liquid fuol. Accordingly, 
sooo costl? programs had boon undertaken. Tho first -was to 
prospoct for and acquiro good doposits of oil shalo; and 
tho socond, to try to dovolop oconoaical procossos of roas¬ 
ting this shale to oxtract tho oil. Standard had gone for 
onough along both lines to bo somewhat discouraged. Tho 
good shalo doposits of largo Size woro in Colorado, V/yoming 
and Utah, one to two thousand cilos froa largo consigning oil 
markots. To mine the shalo and transport it to a location 
suitablo for roasting or retorting was a colossal undertak¬ 
ing. Retorting of shale had boon carried on in Scotland 
ovor sovoral gonorations; the process was entiroly workable, 
but costs of equipment and opiration verd high. Last of all,

contrast, the 'J ad is c ho method of hydrogenating 
coal soouod much more rational end attractive. This method 
converted tho coal diroctly into an oil product containing 
a roasonablo proportion of gasoline, and by troating again 
v’ith hydrogon, could convert tho ontiro balenco, if nccoss- 
ary, to gasoline. It was known that Anorica had onoujh coal 
doposits of fair quality and in locations near consuming 
areas to provido fer its oil roquiro lo.ots for hundreds of 
years at least. 

It -as 1926 whon this s.iall group of Standard Cil 
Company (If.J.) oxocptlvos sat thoro in Hoidolbor" and tnl.':od 
of tho futur.o of tho oil industry. It socaod clear that the 
Gorman hydrogenation procossos, end the now horizons thoy 
oponod, v/oro troncndously significont-porhaps aoro signifi¬ 
cant than any toehnioal factor ovor introduced into the oil 
industry up to tills ti-.o. Their coonorcial importance vould 
dopond. of cour so, upon tho cost of oquipmont and operations 
involvod. Tho basic scientific problors socuod to bo mostly 
solved, but tho ocononic rosult vould dopond upon tho effort 
spoilt in developing and improving tho practical operations. 

It was clear also that those new. tochniquos affoc- 
tod anothor factor in tho world's oil picture, that is, tho 
nationalistic factor. Every nation had to havo oil. If nature 
had not put oil within a country's borders, it had to bo 
importod. Save for tho United Stated and Russia, tho nations 

MUich 
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which woro the groat oil consumers '.roro not important oil 
producers. But 3uropo an oven Asia, Africa and tho west 
coast of South America hed largo coal supllios. Although 
hydrogonation of coal probably cculd nevor cc.roctc on an 
economic basis with crude oil, so long as supplies of tho 
latter "ore adequate for world donend, it could bo nr.do tho 
foundation of a protected ncnufacturing industry in .many 
countrios willing to pay tho prico.

The bost guoss 
wo could riako was that, although it would probably bo sov- 
oral yoars boforo tho hydrogonaticn operations would bo roady 
for gonoral uso, it was vory likoly that thoy would ovontually 
provo to be practical on c largo scale. Tho cost of gasoline 
produced fro:: coal would, wo guossod, bo from 15 to 30 cents 
por gallon*, ouch higher than that of gnsolino fro:: crudo 
oil so long as now reserves of oil could bo found, but not 
high onough to provont tho growth of tho automobile industry 
if oil supplies should fail. And althoug thoro wore vory !ittl< 
data yot available, it soor.ed also prrbablo that tho hydrogen¬ 
ation procoss would also be of value in tho rofining of natural 
petroleum.

Tho ncin agroemont for tho purchaso of tho hydrocon¬ 
ation procoss bocamo quito complicated boforo it was complotod 
in Hovoabor, 1929- To neet increasing complexities of tho 
fodoral and stato laws, Standard Oil Company (H.J.) had 
bocoao a holding company and it was nocossary for it to act 
in such nattors only with its principal operating unit, a 
Dolawaro corporation called Standard Oil Company of Pot/ 
Jor3oy. It also bocano nooosscry to organizo a new Dolawaro 
corporation to toko title to and uanago tho hydroganation

ordor to avo*id conflicting obligation of Standard itsolf 
undor some oxisting patont contracts. Standard uado a virtuo 
of this last formal necessity by inviting. I.G. to subscribe 
to 20 por sont of tho capital stock of the patont management 
company. This brought tho Gormans into diroct c ntact with 
tho actual liconsing of tho patents, so that thoy could bo 
of all possiblo assistanco and also would bo nssurod that 
tho licensing was always handlod in the fairost way, not 
favoring Standard's own subsidiaries at tho oxpc.nso of I.G., 
who woro by tho purchaso contract ontitled to continuing 
royalties to bo paid out of what was collectod by tho patont 
management company.

On thoir own port, tho Go roans wore very willin' to 
agroo to thoso plans. Prido in thoir scientific achievements 
was always very strong with then and any coonorcial arrango- 
oent which gave then full credit before tho world for thoir 
technical gonlv.s was noro than wolcono. Our recognition of 
thi3 national ohercctoristic was porhaps tho most important 
factor in naintoioing a stoady flow of scientific informat¬ 
ion fron th<s groat I.G. laboratories through tho yoars which 
followed.

Chapter V 

BUTYL RUBIER AND AVIATION GAS OLE-3 


Unlike fiction, tho factual record of any important 
sciontific and ocononic dovolop ont soons always to o::;orgo 
a3 a tanglod skoin-novor as a singlo. straight thror.d. This 
was cortainly trua of "una rubber, which was ocrallolod 
through nuch of its course by othor synthotic rubbor dovol- 
opnonts. Porhaps tho uost important of thoso was Butyl rubbor. 

The story of butyl stnrtod with a technical mooting 
at Ludwigshafon which I attondod in April, 1932. Dr. :.irtin 
Hucllor-Cunradi, connoctod with tho management of tho Cppau 
works of tho I.G. which adjoined Ludwigshafon, doscribod a 
now sciontific discovery which I.G. thought would intorast 
us. Ho bo-an by handing me a snail glass Jat half filled with 
a transijaront viscouc substance. It looked and fait liko a 
heavy tar which by some nireclo had boen bleached and nado 
as clear as water. 

This product had boen developed, ho told no, at 
tho Oppau laboratories. It was subsequently called by several 
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trade nancs, the none nost coaaonly used in tho United States 
being "Vistanex". 

Tho Vistenex was ::ado fron a well known by-product

of oil rofInins callod iso-butylono. Its nolecule is like 
that of butadiono, save that it has only two froc hands or 
choaical bonds with which to tako hold cf othor .olcculcs, 
v/horoas butadiono has four. Liko butadiene, it is on tho 
bordorlino botwoon a gas and a liquid.

nodiately, but if confined undor slight prossuro, or !:opt 
at a low tonporaturo, it will renain liquid. It was woll !:nov/n 
that tho isobutylono nolocules wore quite willin'- to join 
hands with ono another, but gonornlly they ferr.od thin li¬ 
quids siuilar to gasolino. In a few instancos hi-her pclyuors 
sinilar to lubricating oils had been produced, but isobutylono 
hod horotoforo refused to link into longer chains. 

Dr. I.iiollor-Cunradi oxplainod that his laboratory 
had rocontly discovered that if isobutylono was cooled to a 
tonporaturo of approxi lately 100° F. below zero, and thon 
troatod with uunito anounts of a little-known gas callod 
boron fluoride, which served as a catalyst, tho noloculos 
would instantly conbine into long chains. Tho result was n 
plastic solid. It was apparont that hero was a possiblo 
nothod of naming synthotic rubber. I oxaalnod tho sonulo 
□ore closoly. It was senewath liko rubber; at least it was 
slightly olastic. If it wore a new starting point for rubbor, 
it would bo an inportant discovery, because, unlike buta- 

dion o. 
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diene, isobutylone was already available in the oil refining 
industry, and wo had only to find neons to recover nnd purify 
it. 

Dr. Cunradi dispelled this dreon by explaining that 
there wore tv70 difficulties. In the first piaco, although the 
Vistonox boro a slight resor.blanco to crude rubber, none that 
I.G. had yot boon able to .lake was noarly elastic onough or 
strong enough to approach crude rubber In quality. Tho socond 
difficulty was ovon noro fundamental. The isobutylone mole¬ 
cule had only two froe hands. '.Then i*i was Joined in chains, 
both hands were used, ono on oach ond of each molcculo, to 
link it to its r.oiyhbors All tho extendod hands having boon 
usod to form tho chain, tho r.oloculos worn now s icoth, and 
thoro was no way to tako hold of them for cross-linlnm:: pur¬ 
poses. In other words, tho Isobutylono poljxcr could not bo 
vulcanizod. What, thon, was tho Vistancx good for ? 

Ono intorosting characteristic was tl’c.t, when boat¬

As fuel was 
noodod, tho Vistanox could bo molted and decomposed into gas, 
which would operate the engines just as woll as gasolino.

fuel never uaterinlized. 

A noro innediately practical use su-restoO. for 
Vistanox was as a thickener for oils and creasos. It was 
closoly akin tc lubricatin'* oil in its choaical constitution. 

A ainuto percentage of Vistanox dissolved in tho ^il would 
produce an obsorvable increase in viscosity without oth rwlso 
changing tho oil, and this thickenin'; offcct coul'. bo v.sod 
to convert a thin or "light" lubricating oil into a thick, 

O "heavy" ohno. V/e docidod to begin with tho I.C-. a corpoign 
of Joint dovolopaont on tho product to try t co;u:orcializo 
it for this purpose as soon as porsiblo. 

I wort to tho laboratories at tho Oppau works tho 
sarlo oftornoon to watch Vistanox hoinc produced. Tho procoss 
was oxtronoly intorosting. Iscbutylone was lcopt in opon glass 
bookors paclcod in dry ico* - ::uch as a grapefruit is sorvod 
in a nost of crackod ico. Dry ico was nice put into tho boakor : 
O whoro it dissolved In tho isobutylnno. Then the catalyzing gas 
was introduced into tho boakor. 

The roc.ction was uoro like a sllonV*. oxplosion than 
an norm?, choaicnl reaction. Upon tho introduction of tho 
catalyst, thoro was a slight puff, and tho liquid in tho boa¬ 
kor changed into a sponge of Vistanox of voluwa Ltuch greator 
than tho liquid.

On ny rocurr. to Few York in hay, 1?32, I took with 
ne snail sanplos of Vistanox and the data J.G. had given no 
on its uanuTactv.ro. The first step was to dotorrJ.no tho pro¬ 
perties and value of the heavier lu ricatinf cils .-.ado ba ad¬ 
ding Viatanox to lighter oils. There was noted at o.nco an out¬ 
standing advantage of these oils - they wore uuch loss affec¬ 
ted by touporaturo changes than ordinary oils. This so.v.os to 
uako thou oxnocially suitable for auouobile onginos. 

In cold weather the lubricating oil in an automobile 
ongino bocorios sc thick and vl3cou3 that it is almost iupos- 
siblo for tho starting battery to crank tho uotor. If an 
attonpt is uado to avoid this difficulty by using a light 
oil ir. tho ongine, lubrication fails when the angina gots 
hot, engine wear becor.es excessive and the thin oil works 
past tho piston and is consumed at a high rate. The ideal 
automobile engino lubricant, therefore, would bo an oi?. which 
maintained tho same consistency at all tenperaturos.

During the years 1937 to 1943 I was head of the 
Mineral Oil Group in the Hew Ucterirl Department of tin 
Of lice fpr Jiar Economy at the CK"', and from 194 3 to 1949 
head of the idinorol Oil Department in the Oflico for ..or 
Economy which had branohed off from the Row Jrteiiol 
Deportment. 

As head of this office, I officially replaced my 
office chief, Gor.oral Thomas, in the Aufsichtsrat of the 
( Kontinontale Ool A.G. when he resigned from tho Aufsiohts- 

ret of tho Continentale Ool A.G. I can make tho following 
statement concerning the annegomont of the Kontincntolo 
Ool A.G.: 

The Vorstand of tho company received its orders from 
tho Reich Ministry of tho Economy and to un increased 
degree from tho Four Year Flan Office, since during the 
war rll measures in the field of the mineral oil industry 
were almost completely directed with a view to governmental 
interests. The Aufsichtsrat of the company was composed 
of representatives of the offices participating, and 
also of gentlemen who were deleg'.ted fron the founding 
firms. It was a corporation with many divisions, 2 believe 
the number of its numbers amounted 
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to between wO and 30 persons. In the management of the . 
business of the poopany, the e.uf sichtsrat did not play 
any decisive role. By the very fret of the heterogenous 
composition of its l^rge number of members end its rare 
meetings, the vufsichtsret could not dxercise :: real 
leadership or an effective control of the business 
mrnagoment. The «ufsichtsrat convened only onco a year 
in order to approve the balance sheets submitted by the 
Vorst»*nd at •* meeting '.r.d to exonerate tha Vcrst'nd. 

On this occasion, then, the Vorstand reported on the 
activities which it performed in the period covered 
by the roport. To tho measures taken in the interval 
by the manageaont, tho Aufsichtsrat could not raise 
any sort of objections if only for the reason that the 
measures taken by tho management h"d been carried out 
asm rule bv order of governmental offices. 

Tho Aufsicht8rat of Xontinontnlo Ool A.0. could oxercise 
far less influence on tho subsidiary companies. 

Dr. Buotefisoh was in the . ufsichtsrnt of Kontincntalo 
Oel /.G. as representative of I.G. Farben, which in 
addition to other l--rgo oil comp; .ales h**d bocome n shrrs 
holder in the company with r. minimal subscriptions.

2 . ) The Technical Brigade Mineral Oil was given 
the job of getting tho oil fields and refinerlos b.ack 
into production after the ailitrry opor-tion toward 
the Caucasus. However, the above- named gorl was not 
achieved by the Technical Brigade, because tho fiolds 
of the Taman Peninsula, the Krlkop area and of Malgo- 
bock wero completoly destroyed by the Russians* .and the 
short period of German occupation was not sufficient 
for forcing open tho boarded-up drill holes, not to 
speak of new drilling activities. Tho occupation of the 
important oil fields of the Maikop -rea did not take 
place until the end of October 1942, tho evacuation of 
these eastern areas in tho middle of January 1943. 

The activities of the Technical Brigade :iner-l Oil 
had tho purpose of supplying tho fighting troops with 
the noceesary minor il oil. Xontinentalc Oel A.G. wns 
ordered to support the military supply pl~n by deliver!

3.) I knov Herr Dr. Buotofisch through my pctivitiof 
ip the Economic Group Fuel Industry. In order to keep 
tho 'genoy of the ninor"l oil processing aspect well 
informed concerning tho results of the drilling in 
G nanny, I frequently participated in tho sessions of 
tho Boirnt of tho Economic Group Fuel Industry. I know 
Harr Dr. Euotefxsch ns an expert of Importance in the 
mineral oil industry nns r.s a specialist in the field 
of hydrogenation. I had contact with Herr Dr. Buetofisci 
until the capitulation via tno connection of tho Techn 
Group Mineral Oil Production with tho Sconomic Group Fa 
Industry.

?rora 1938 to the tine stated I hnd, by request of 
Dr.Buetofiech, worked on new ccrbonuonoxi c-hydrogen 
syntheses which flwa; s found hie interest rnd which 
ncoossitstod frequent diccuecior.s with him. For thie 
reason I had frequent contecte with Dr.Buetefisch. 

The two above mentioned jobs geve mo c. core detailed 
nowlodge of the extent of his work. Therefore I cm 
in n position to givo some dotcils. I nm giving horc 
c confirmation of hie ephoro of dutioe, oo far re J 
cm nblo to do thie from memory. However 1 stress 
psrticulcrly thrt thie list cannot ncko any clnir. to 
complotoneee, bocouoc it was only natural that r 
groat deal woe brought to Dr.Buetofisch which con 
no longor bo trecod.
